Booming Business in 1947 is Forecast by 
Leaders of Printing Equipment Industry 


@ PRINTING VOLUME is expected to 
continue at a high level during 1947, 
in spite of uncertainties in the over- 
all economic picture. This is the 
feeling of representative leaders in 
the printing equipment industry, 
who base their opinions on informa- 
tion obtained through the close con- 
tacts of their organizations with 
thousands of printers in all parts of 
the country. 

Numerous economists and business 
leaders in other fields profess to see 
in the recent stock market crash a 
sign of a business recession-of at 
least short duration—similar to the 
one that followed World War I—be- 
fore the national economy reaches 
the equilibrium necessary for a long 
period of prosperity. For the most 
part, however, a feeling of guarded 
optimism prevails, a belief that the 
unfulfilled demands for goods and 
services is so strong that the na- 
tional economy will hold to a high 
level, unless another round of strikes 
occurs, which could cripple the na- 
tion and send it on a toboggan slide. 


Still Plagued by Shortages 


Anticipating a continued demand 
for their products, printing equip- 
ment manufacturers are gradually 
stepping up their rate of production 
and delivery, and are making sub- 
stantial progress in filling the back- 
log of orders which had accumulated 
during and since the war. They are 
Still plagued by shortages of one 
kind and another which give them 
an unbalanced inventory of parts 
and the assemblies to complete any 
given unit, but in spite of these 
handicaps numerous companies are 
making deliveries in considerably 
greater volume than before the war. 


The replacement and the expansion 
needs of the industry are so great, 
however, that it will take several 
years to meet them all. 


Watch Effect of Decontrol 


Some manufacturers are hesitant 
about booking orders too far in ad- 
vance, or setting prices now for fu- 
ture delivery without an escalator 
clause. An apparent reason for this 
is the unstable industrial situation. 
At this writing another coal strike 
is now under way. If it is pro- 
longed, it will start up a “chain re- 
action” affecting the production of 
steel and other materials used in 
the fabrication of heavy equipment. 
Present production and delivery 
schedules would have to be extended 
still further, with the possibility 
that manufacturing costs would rise 
and the market demand ease off be- 
fore deliveries could be made on 
some unpredictable future date. 
These manufacturers are therefore 
studying the financial risk that 
would be involved in setting fixed 
prices now. The long-range effect 
of price decontrol on the cost of 
basic materials will also have to be 
watched. It is too early to tell when 
and at what level prices will be 
stabilized. _ 

Among the representatives of the 
printing equipment industry who 
see good business ahead for printers 
in 1947 is E. G. Williams, president 
of American Type Founders, Incor- 
porated, and president of American 
Type Founders Sales Corporation. 

“All reports from the twenty-two 
sales offices of the American Type 
Founders, and all indications from 
our customers,” says Mr. Williams, 
“point to a continued strong de-

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mand for printing during 1947. Ican 
see no signs of any recession in this 
demand for the immediate future. 

“In line with the increased mar- 
kets for the products of printing,” 
continued Mr. Williams, “the need 
for new and modern equipment and 
fresh supplies continues to grow, in- 
dicating that the printing industry 
is entering an era of expansion and 
prosperity. That some of this expan- 
sion will be proved ill-advised later 
cannot be denied, but it is hearten- 
ing to note that most of it is neces- 
sary expansion in light of present 
and future business prospects. The 
replacement of obsolete and worn- 
out equipment is a natural conse- 
quence of the war years, and print- 
ers who are adding to their plant 
capacities for this reason are sure to 
be in a better competitive position 
later on.” 


Unprecedented Production 


Commenting on ATF’s efforts to 
meet the demand for new equip- 
ment, Mr. Williams says that “since 
V-J Day American Type Founders 
has manufactured and has shipped 
hundreds of new printing presses 
and several million pounds of print- 
ers’ type and other supplies. We are 
now producing these products at a 
rate unprecedented in the history of 
this company and will continue to 
produce them at an accelerated rate 
in 1947. This will enable us to re- 
duce our backlog of orders. 

“Many improvements have been 
made in ATF presses and it is grati- 
fying to say that we are today mak- 
ing better presses than ever before 
in our company’s history. In 1947 we 
will introduce a new, high speed 12 
by 18 cylinder job press, and pro- 
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duction of these units will greatly 
increase the total number of units 
we expect to ship during the next 
twelve months.” 

Regarding the general business 
outlook, Joseph T. Mackey, presi- 
dent of the Mergenthaler Linotype 
Company, says that “Peace—Pro- 
duction—Prosperity” should be key 
words to be considered in any at- 
tempted estimate of the future. 

“Any over-all economic picture 
must certainly look toward these 
three factors for encouragement,” 
says Mr. Mackey. “If the new trend 
in national events can be further 
encouraged by more international 
understanding, if peace among the 
countries can be marked by peace 
within the industries, then produc- 
tion and prosperity must necessa- 
rily follow apace.” 

As for the graphic arts industries, 
Mr. Mackey believes “the prospects 
for printing and publishing remain 
wholly encouraging—if granted any 
reasonable approach to the general 
business activity in something ap- 
proximating the norms of the nos- 
talgic past. A lot of printing will be 
needed and the volume of publish- 
ing will continue even if conditions 
remain abnormal.” 

Speaking of his own company’s 
program, Mr. Mackey remarks that 
“the continuing volume of orders 
received reflects the needs of com- 
posing rooms everywhere and the 
prosperous condition of the graphic 
arts industries. Needs accumulating 
throughout the war period, orders 
placed in great volume since the 
war add up to a capacity load for 
our factories for months ahead. 

“Our production, however, now is 
somewhat handicapped by short- 
ages of materials, by transportation 
tie-ups, and by many other uncon- 
trollable factors. Like all other man- 
ufacturers we must often disappoint 
our impatient customers, most of 
whom, however, are both under- 
standing and tolerant.” 


Fill Immediate Needs 


In answer to a question as to what 
new products the company might be 
planning for the future, Mr. Mackey 
replied that “under the present con- 
ditions we feel that our first duty to 
composing rooms is to fill their im- 
mediate needs before we can assign 
any production capacity to the new 
ideas, in type faces or in the mech- 
anisms, on which the war period did 
not prevent some continuity of de- 
sign and planning. Such develop- 
ments of ours will be announced at 
the appropriate date.” 

“The present economic situation 
is so fluid that any prediction can 
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only be stated in the most general 
terms,” says Joseph L. Auer, presi- 
dent of R. Hoe & Company, Incor- 
porated, “but the longer-term out- 
look for the graphic arts industry is 
definitely favorable, notwithstand- 
ing numerous temporary retarding 
factors. Considerable growth is in- 
dicated for the next several years. 

“At the present time Hoe has an 
unprecedented volume of orders on 
its books, involving both large and 
small rotary presses, as well as the 
auxiliary equipment for letterpress, 
rotagravure, and offset printers. The 
inquiries for additional equipment 
are being maintained at an all-time 
high level. 


Hoe Outlook Favorable 


“As to deliveries, we in the print- 
ing industry are confronted by the 
same problems that face industry 
in general. However, careful plan- 
ning during the closing months of 
hostilities enabled us to resume pro- 
duction of printing equipment early 
in September of 1945. This schedule 
involved the placing of substantial 
raw material orders prior to V-J 
Day for postwar delivery as well as 
the preparation of a time-table for 
plant reconversion which included 
an extensive expediting set-up. This 
preparation and reconversion plan- 
ning has enabled us to maintain de- 
liveries on a substantial basis and 
also to rebuild our badly depleted 
inventories during our past fiscal 
year which ended on September 30. 
Barring unforeseen work stoppages, 
capacity output in the present fiscal 
year is anticipated and we estimate 
that it will be more than double the 
1946 rate.” 

Discussing specific items of equip- 
ment, Mr. Auer says that “all of our 
large prewar rotary printing presses 
have been redesigned with a view 
toward more efficient operation and 
easier maintenance, and high sus- 
tained quality production.” 

One redesigned machine Mr. Auer 
mentions is the company’s new col- 
or-convertible newspaper press with 
standard black units engineered to 
allow for the simple addition of the 
color cylinders as needed without 
changing cylinder caps, guards, or 
gearing. The first such press is now 
being assembled in the shop and is 
expected to be installed in the cus- 
tomer’s plant in January. Each 
month thereafter the shipments of 
similar presses will be made on a 
greatly accelerated basis. The com- 
pany has also nearly completed a 
new design of newspaper color press 
which will be the forerunner of sev- 
eral hundred of this type of unit 
now scheduled for shipment during 
1947 and 1948. 


“New designs in both the rotary 
letterpress color printing machines 
and web color gravure presses are 
also in production in substantial 
quantities to meet the pent-up de- 
mand for the large installations for 
the ever-mounting circulations of 
a number of our leading publica- 
tions,” Mr. Auer reports. “Over a 
hundred units of machines in this 
category will have been shipped out 
during the current calendar year 
and, again, barring unforeseen work 
stoppages, we should see a substan- 
tial increase of such shipments in 
the calendar year of 1947.” 

Hoe is also building a group of 50 
by 72 sheet-fed offset printing press 
units which are scheduled for late 
1947 delivery. Some of these, built 
to operate as six-color presses, will 
be the first of their type printing 
more than four colors. The company 
is also making a new web offset job- 
ber, designed to run at speeds from 
10,000 to 30,000 impressions an hour. 
It will utilize less than twenty-five 
square feet of floor space, is fully 
automatic, capable of feeding rolls 
of paper from 10 to 14 inches wide, 
and is equipped with a fixed sheet 
cut-off of 81% inches. The press is 
adaptable to letterheads, business 
forms, cards, inserts, handbills, and 
other small jobs requiring one color 


* on one side of the finished sheet. 


Others See Good Year 


Most of the major manufacturers 
of equipment announced expansion 
plans. during 1946 and report they 
are stepping up production and de- 
livery of machines as fast as man- 
ufacturing conditions will permit. 
Speaking at the NAPL convention 
in Washington, Harry A. Porter, the 
vice-president in charge of sales of 
the Harris-Seybold Company, said 
that “substantial shipment volume 
of new as well as prewar models is 
now being attained despite the most 
restrictive manufacturing condi- 
tions we ever experienced.” Several 
hundred Harris presses and Seybold 
cutters were delivered in 1946 under 
the company’s purchase proposal 
plan. 

As a part of its postwar expan- 
sion program, Harris-Seybold con- 
centrated facilities for the produc- 
tion of the large size presses at the 
Harris Division in Cleveland, and 
assigned the manufacture of small 
presses to the Seybold Division in 
Dayton, where space and facilities 
became available following the sale 
of the Morrison stitcher business to 
the Acme Steel Company, Chicago. 
Dayton and Cleveland engineers 
worked together for many months 
on the development of the firm’s 
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new line of both 17 by 22 and 21 by 

- 98 offset presses, said Mr. Porter, 
and now for the first time in the 
history of the company, the offset 
presses will be completely manu- 
factured in Dayton as well as in 
Cleveland. 

The Miehle Printing Press and 
Manufacturing Company is now be- 
ginning to deliver in good volume, 
Carlton Mellick, sales manager, re- 
ported in October at the NAPL con- 
vention. Miehle has only recently 
announced the introduction of its 
new high-speed typographic flatbed 
press, the Number 29, which han- 
dles sheets up to 22 by 28 and has 
a production speed of 2,500 to 4,500 
impressions per hour. Deliveries 


tries able to pay more than Govern- 
ment ceilings here permitted. 


Moderate Price Increase 


Improvement of paper supply as 
a result of more pulp from overseas 
should be felt about May or June of 
1947, it is estimated. Baltic ports are 
frozen in all winter, beginning in 
January, so that it will be late April 
or May before pulp negotiated for 
during the winter will reach paper 
mills here. Movement of substantial 
tonnage of pulp into this country in 
the Spring will coincide with the 
increased productive capacities of 
paper mills. Many paper manufac- 
turers have been modernizing their 
papermaking facilities and install- 











are being made on the V-50 Vertical. 
In the offset field the company is 
manufacturing presses 42 by 58 and 
52 by 76. 

The backlog of orders for print- 
ing equipment has been so heavy 
that manufacturers since V-J Day 
have had to concentrate to a great 
extent upon the production of im- 
proved prewar models, leaving the 
development of more advanced ma- 
chines to a later date. Numerous 
new items of equipment were intro- 
duced during 1946, however, as an- 
nounced in THE INLAND PRINTER. 


Paper Prospects Brighter 


Both the supply and the price of 
paper will be affected by the decon- 
trol of pulpwood, pulp, and paper 
which happened in November when 
President Truman abandoned all 
price controls except on rents, sugar, 
and rice. Because pulp and paper 
have been decontrolled now instead 
of some time in 1947, as was feared 
until recently, pulp import prospects 
for next year are much brighter. 
Contracts with Scandinavian coun- 
tries are negotiated during winter 
months, and American importers 
are now free to bid upon the open 
market for supplies of pulp which 
otherwise would have gone to coun- 
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ing new machines at as rapid a rate 
as supply of materials permits. 

A moderate increase in the price 
of paper can be expected—enough 
to enable the papermakers to re- 
cover their increased cost of manu- 
facture since 1941, which they were 
not able to do under price ceilings— 
but the paper industry is not ex- 
pected to take advantage of decon- 
trol just because there is a seller’s 
market for its products. One favor- 
able result of decontrol will prob- 
ably be an early trend away from 
the upgrading to the production of 
an increased tonnage of the more 
widely used types which manufac- 
turers had to discontinue or limit 
because of the cost-price squeeze 
under the OPA. 

The pricing policy that the paper 
industry will no doubt follow was 
reflected in a statement sent to pulp 
and paper manufacturers by E. W. 
Tinker, executive secretary of the 
American Paper and Pulp Associa- 
tion, in which he said that “with 
pulpwood, pulp, and paper products 
free from the price controls, the re- 
sponsibility is placed upon individ- 
ual units within the industry to de- 
termine policies that will stand the 
test of time. It is to be hoped that in 
establishing these policies appropri- 


ate consideration will be given to 
their effect on the national econ- 
omy and on the industry. ... The 
pulp and paper industry, as one of 
the major industries of the country, 
can, I think, in the main be de- 
pended upon not to take advantage 
of a situation which ... will be of a 
temporary nature.” 

The attitude of leaders in the 
pulp and paper industry toward the 
pricing of paper in a free market 
was expressed in a letter to the OPA 
from the Over-all OPA Advisory 
Committee for Pulp and the Paper 
Products, sent October 30 when the 
industry was seeking decontrol. In 
his statement to the industry Mr. 
Tinker quoted the letter, which said 
in part: 

“One question remains: would the 
pulp, paper, and paperboard indus- 
try, if given free rein, take advan- 
tage of the opportunity and charge 
‘what the traffic would bear’ irre- 
spective of the relation of prices of 
its commodities to those of other in- 
dustries or toa reasonable profit? ... 

“We are sincerely and most ear- 
nestly of the opinion that any such 
fear or suspicion is groundless. We 
do not say that, in an industry com- 
prising over 700 mills, large, medium 
sized, and small, a producer would 
never be tempted to and would not 
take advantage of a buyer’s impor- 
tunities and sell a particular order 
or even a series of orders at unrea- 
sonably high prices. But we are con- 
vinced that any such action would 
be a rare exception—so rare that it 
would have no real import in the 
general picture. We are convinced 
that the great majority of the pro- 
ducers would follow no such course. 

“They would welcome the oppor- 
tunity to restore an orderly produc- 
tion schedule and in doing so would 
establish an industry pattern which 
none could safely ignore. This would 
mean the resumption of production 
of the low end items to the benefit 
of the user. 


To Produce Low End Items 


The present and the future paper 
supply situation, and the effect that 
decontrol will probably have on the 
price of paper and the importation 
of pulp, are ably covered by Guy H. 
Beckett, vice-president of the Beck- 
ett Paper Company, in a letter to 
THE INLAND PRINTER. 

“In our opinion the high rate of 
production of paper is very likely to 
hold up the balance of this year,” 
says Mr. Beckett, “because the large 
self-contained mills still have their 
own pulp and are running seven 
days a week. They probably will not 
experience any let-down in produc- 
tion, particularly now that there is 
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no control of prices. The smaller 
converting mills, however, have al- 
ready had to cut back in their num- 
ber of days of operation, some of 
them very seriously, although the 
total production of those converting 
mills will not very seriously affect 
the total output of all mills. 

“There very probably will be some 
let-down in production in the first 
quarter of 1947 because most of the 
pulp contracts have been curtailed 
to some extent, some of them very 
seriously. Now whether this decon- 
trol will bring in any Swedish or 
Scandinavian pulp is the question, 
and the whole production of paper 
depends on that one question. No 
one seems to be sure that will hap- 
pen, and it must be kept in mind 
that the Baltic Sea freezes up in 
January and puts a very definite 
limit on the amount of pulp shipped 
from Sweden until sometime in late 
April or May. We feel very confident 
that some relief from this paper 
shortage will come around May or 
June, particularly now that decon- 
trol has come to us so much sooner 
than expected.” 


Cost-Price Squeeze Cited 


On prices in a decontrolled mar- 
ket, Mr. Beckett says, “I think I can 
speak for all paper mills in that we 
are not going to go crazy on this 
matter of price simply because the 
controls are off. There are too many 
of us who remember the bad months 
following Werld War I, and we are 
going to do everything in our power 
to keep that from happening again. 
It all depends, obviously, on what 
the pulp mills do, but they feel the 
same as we do, those in this coun- 
try anyway, and will do what they 
can to hold the price of pulp down. 

“Most foreign countries are still 
controlled by ceilings of their own, 
so there is a limit on where they can 
go in the matter of prices unless 
their own governments remove their 
own ceilings. In the long run this 
will level off, and the same thing 
will happen to paper and pulp that 
has happened to meat and other 
products. 

A good illustration of the cost- 
price squeeze suffered by the paper 
industry during price control was 
given by Mr. Beckett at the lithog- 
raphers’ convention in Washington 
in October. Since 1941, he pointed 
out, pulp has increased from $72.20 
a ton to $101.30, an increase of 37.8 
per cent; the wages, $31.20 per ton 
of paper produced to $47, or an in- 
crease of 50 per cent; starch, $62 to 
$121.80, or 96 per cent; lumber, $40 a 
thousand feet to $86, or to 107 per 
cent; the rosin size, $86.20 a ton to 











$184.20, or 114 per cent; coal, $4.27 a 
ton to $5.85, or 37 per cent; the clay, 
$13.54 a ton to $17.27, or 35 per cent. 
The cost of electric power has in- 
creased 19.4 per cent; freight about 
11 per cent. 

All this adds up, said Mr. Beckett, 
to an increase of $49.31 a ton in the 
cost of making paper, which is just 
$2.47 per hundred pounds of paper. 
Against this rise offset paper, for 
example, has increased in price on 
the basis of carloads, trimmed on 
skids, only 16 per cent or about $1.45 
per hundred pounds, which is a dol- 
lar less than the increase in cost. 
This does not take upgrading into 
consideration, where mills discon- 
tinued their lower priced grades. 


Can Take Care of Ink Needs 


The freeing of linseed oil from 
the price control on October 29 has 
taken the immediate pressure off a 
situation which had reached the 
critical stage and threatened for a 
time to force printing ink plants to 
shut down for lack of this impor- 
tant basic ingredient of printing 
inks. Commenting on the improved 
supply status, the National Associa- 
tion of Printing Ink Makers released 
a statement on November 7 which 
read as follows: 

“Although the price of linseed oil 
has more than doubled since it was 
removed from the Government price 
control on October 29, the printing 
ink makers are beginning to find it 
again available from suppliers. 

“As a result of the price ‘squeeze’ 
on crushers, who were caught be- 
tween increased, decontrolled flax- 
seed prices and continued linseed oil 
price ceilings, based on a flaxseed 
price that was half of what it had 
been before the removal of ceilings, 
linseed oil production had come to 
a standstill. 

“Now, however, even though the 
United States flaxseed crop for 1946 
is smaller than that of 1945, sup- 
plies of linseed oil from domestic 
producers and Argentine imports 
are finding their way to the printing 
ink plants. Although linseed oil, an 
important drying oil for printing 
inks, is not expected to be in abun- 
dant supply for some time yet, the 
needs of the ink industry for the 
foreseeable future, at least, will be 
adequately taken care of.” 

The printing ink industry uses a 
comparatively small amount of lin- 
seed oil, needing only about 30,000- 
000 pounds a year as compared to 
350,000,000 pounds for paint manu- 
facture and 250,000,000 for linoleum. 

Before ceilings were removed the 
situation had become so serious that 
the National Printing Ink Research 















Institute, organized early this year 
at the Lehigh University by thirty- 
three codperating manufacturers of 
ink, temporarily shelved all the other 
projects to concentrate on the de- 
velopment of substitutes or extend- 
ers of linseed oil. The National As- 
sociation of Printing Ink Makers 
also revived its emergency wartime 
committee to assist in solving the 
problem. This committee is headed 
by Anthony J. Math, president of 
Sinclair & Valentine Company, who 
also was selected as the chairman 
of the board of directors of the Ink 
Research Institute. 

Price decontrol will probably im- 
prove the long-range picture, by en- 
couraging domestic growers to plant 
a larger acreage of flax and by stim- 
ulating more imports from Argen- 
tina. Even with the price barrier 
removed, however, this country’s 
ability to obtain supplies in prewar 
volume from South America may be 
made more difficult for a time by 
the change in Russia’s position in 
the world market. Russia was a big 
exporter of linseed oil before the 
German invasion, but now she goes 
to Argentina for the product, thus 
upsetting the prewar balance. 


Research Will Continue 


Although the acute pressure is off, 
the National Printing Ink Research 
Institute will continue its work on 
the problem in an effort to find al- 
ternates and extenders to supple- 
ment what may be a continuing 
tight supply of linseed oil. It might 
be able to develop a product that 
would be equally as good as linseed 
oil and less expensive. It will test 
the drying time, pigment wetting 
properties, and other characteristics 
of materials offered by printing ink 
raw material suppliers, as well as 
attempt to develop new ones. One of 
the substitutes that has been tried is 
soya bean oil, but this has also been 
in short supply. Attempts to use 
mineral oil, which is not a drying 
oil, as is linseed, have been frus- 
trated because resins must be used 
with the mineral, but resins too 
have been scarce. 


Strips oF blotter 18 by 3% inches were 
put to good (and unusual) use by Paul 
Dyal, the House of Dyal, New York City. 
The enameled side carried a poem 
written by Mr. Dyal telling how he used 
ads and blotters to “blow his horn when 
there was nothing to sell” during the 
war years. The strip was folded in half 
and the ends put together with a gold 
seal so that the recipient had a blotter 
of ordinary size, plain white blotting on 
each side. A spare gold seal was lightly 
attached inside at the end of the poem 
to use for resealing after breaking the 
first one in order to open and read the 
message. 
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Tracing Plate Troubles to 


@ WERE IT not for the fact that 
some semblance of dignity must be 
maintained in articles such as this, 
a suitable heading for this discus- 
sion might well be, “For Pressmen 
Only. Platemakers: Do not read.” 
But since titles such as this usually 
have the reverse effect, that would 
hardly do either. It is not the pur- 
pose here to exonerate pressmen 
from all blame for plate failures, 
but instead to point out what can 
be expected from a properly made 
deep-etch plate. It is hoped that by 
explaining the nature of both the 
image and non-image areas of the 
plate, the pressman will have a bet- 
ter understanding of the materials 
he is handling. 


Methods for Tracing Trouble 


With the exception of several fre- 
quently published check charts, this 
is perhaps the first attempt to give 
the pressman methods of tracing 
troubles to their source. Since charts 
must be brief, much is left to the 
imagination of the operator, and 
often it seems that it is possible to 
classify the difficulty under several 
headings, each of which gives a dif- 
ferent cause and correspondingly a 
different remedy. As a result, the so- 
lution lies in a system of “cut and 
try.” If runs are short, the work 
finally gets finished while the press- 
man is still fighting the job to keep 
it running. The next plate may work 
perfectly, while the one following 
may or may not. In any event, the 
problem was not solved, and the 
next time the trouble arises the 
same routine must be started all 
over again. 

The operation of an offset litho- 
graphic press is not simple. In addi- 
tion to the host of mechanical ad- 
justments which can be made on a 
press, the pressman is expected to 
have a very complete knowledge of 
the ink, paper, fountain water, and 
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plates. Since each of these has a 
very definite bearing on plate life 
and the quality of the printing, this 
discussion will classify the various 
troubles on this basis. 

Since fundamentally a pressman 
is supposed to be a mechanic, no 
attempt will be made to give in- 
structions on how to set dampers, 
form rolls, or ink or water foun- 
tains. Nor will any lessons be given

concerning the building up of plate 
and blanket cylinders or other ad- 
justments to give proper plate-to- 
blanket and blanket-to-impression 
cylinder pressures. These mechan- 
ical adjustments do play an impor- 
tant part in the life of any plate and 
are completely under the control of 
the operator. In the following para- 
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Their Source 


graphs it will be assumed that these 
sources of trouble can be ruled out, 
and that only ink, paper, fountain 
water, and plates can be the cause. 
The question of faulty plates al- 
ways leads to ill feeling between the 
plateroom and the pressroom. One 
would think when listening to the 
platemakers that the pressmen in 
general were incapable of properly 
handling lithographic plates or that 
they took supreme delight in seeing 
how many plates they could spoil. 
Likewise when the other side of the 
story is told one would think that a 
platemaker enjoyed nothing better 
than to see a pressman scouring 
away on a plate in order to make it 
print. Too many faulty plates are 
sent to the pressroom, and good 
pressmen can and do occasionally 
spoil good ones, but “passing the 
buck” never solves the problem. 


Platemaker Can Pre-test Plates 


In the preceding articles in this 
series, detailed instructions were 
given the platemaker on how to 
prevent most of the troubles which 
occur in the making of deep-etch 
plates. He was given tests to make 
on all plates leaving his department 
to detcrmine whether they could be 
expected to print properly on the 
press. All possible difficulties which 
could arise could not be predicted, 
but the ones which seem to recur 
most frequently were discussed. As 
long as platemaking is composed of 
a series of hand operations (and 
there seems to be no likelihood of 
its being completely mechanized in 
the near future) errors and slip- 
ups in technique can be expected 
from time to time. However, if the 
pressman can recognize these as 
such, and know whether the plate 
can be saved, much press time can 
be saved. Hours will not be spent in 
trying to get a decent impression 
from an improperly made plate. In 
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addition, the pressman will have the 
satisfaction of knowing that it was 
not his fault. 

From all of the remarks which 
the writer has heard and overheard 
from time to time, many pressmen 
do have considerable trouble run- 
ning deep-etch plates. Some of the 
older ones will say, “Oh, if I could 
only get plates that would work as 
well as the old hand-transfer plates 
used tc!’’ Fundamentally there is no 
reason why a plate made by the 
gum process should not work every 
bit as well as a hand-transfer. In 
fact there are some very good rea- 
sons why it should work much bet- 
ter, providing, of course, it is made 
correctly. Any pressman who could 
successfully run the hand-transfer 
plates but continually has trouble 
with deep-etch is justified in feeling 
that the plates he has been receiv- 
ing are at fault. 


Good Plate Will Run 100,000 


To the younger operators who 
have had no experience with hand- 
transfer work, perhaps further ex- 
planation should be given. If it is 
possible to start a plate and run 
five thousand sheets with no trou- 
ble, that plate should continue to 
give good impressions until it is 
worn so smooth it will no longer 
carry sufficient water to keep it 
clean. Well over a hundred thou- 
sand impressions can be expected 
from such a plate. To some this will 
sound fantastic, but editions of this 
size are commonplace in a great 
many shops. 

The difference between correctly 
made plates and the one which ap- 
pears to be good but is not, usually 
can be seen before the first few 
thousand sheets have been run. The 
three most common errors in plate- 
making technique are poor gum- 
ming, incomplete development, and 
the failure of the lacquer or litho- 
graphic base to adhere to the metal 
of the plate.

Trademarks are tricky ...as you 
know if you’ve been tangling with the 
problem of designing one. They should 
be distinctive enough to stand out 
amidst the multitude of trademarks 
appearing in advertising today, and 
yet simple enough to be comprehensi- 
ble and easy to remember. 
Practically all trademarks are based 
on the three simple geometric shapes 
shown at the right . . . the circle, the 
square, and the triangle. Close scrutiny 
of almost any mark will disclose the 
fact that it is composed of combina- 


Ordinarily it should only be nec- 
essary for the pressman to go over 
the plate with a wet sponge to re- 
move the asphaltum, drop the form 
rolls and dampers, and, after run- 
ning a few lay-sheets, pull perfect 
impressions. A plate which does not 
respond to this treatment cannot 
be considered to have been sent to 
the press in proper condition. Had 
this plate been examined with a 
glass before it was put on the press, 
it is very likely that there would 
have been parts of the image areas 
which were seen to still have devel- 
oping ink in them. This ink did not 
wash out because there was a film 
of gum over it. 

Before these areas will take ink 
on the press, this gum must be re- 
moved either by scouring the wet 
plate with a felt pad soaked in tur- 
pentine or Lithotine or through the 
use of some proprietary prepara- 
tion. Such harsh treatment tends to 
destroy the protective gum film on 
the non-work areas. A plate which 
has been thus abused before the 
run has been started will have much 
more of a tendency to scum than 
one which will readily take the ink. 
Very often it is necessary to etch 
the plate several times before clean 
impressions can be pulled. 


Hot Weather Causes Trouble 


Faulty gumming of plates which 
have been used on a previous run 
will give the same trouble, as will 
all those which have been sloppily 
gummed during the time the press 
is down for noon, while waiting for 
an okay, or while adjustments are 
made on the press. This trouble is 
most likely to occur during warm 
weather. As a precaution on the 
press, some operators permit the 
plate to roll up and get it fully 
charged with ink prior to the run- 
ning. This heavy film of ink repels 
the gum, and none remains. 

All plates received by the press- 
room should be washed out clean. 





HERE ARE THE THREE BASIC SHAPES 


It is possible for a platemaker to 
fake a clean washout and the effect 
is the same. However, since the 
areas which do not take ink show 
the path of the gumming rag, iden- 
tification can be quite sure. 


Apply Lacquer to Dry Metal 


When the image areas of a deep- 
etch plate have been prepared prop- 
erly the lacquer or lithographic base 
is firmly attached to the metal. The 
only way it can then be removed 
during the course of normal press 
operation is by the destruction of 
the metal to which it is attached. 
True, there are certain solvents 
which will dissolve it, but these sel- 
dom destroy the grease-receptive 
properties of the metal itself. If for 
any reason the lacquer is not tightly 
bonded to the metal of the plate, 
trouble will appear when the plate 
is put on the press. Sometimes the 
trouble is apparent immediately and 
the plate will not roll up. At other 
times several hundred sheets may 
be run before there is any indica- 
tion that the plate will give trouble. 

As explained in the instructions 
to the platemaker, the lacquer or 
base must be applied to the clean 
dry metal. If development is stopped 
before all the gum in the image 
areas has been removed, the lacquer 
will not adhere to it. Frequently 
platemakers are fooled by the fact 
that the plate froths profusely, and 
assume that the deep-etch or the 
developer is attacking all the metal. 
Because the grained plate is very 
rough, it is possible to attack only 
the peaks of the grain and not re- 
move the gum from the valleys. A 
plate thus made will have the ap- 
pearance of a good plate when re- 
ceived by the pressroom, but on run- 
ning on the press the moisture will 
penetrate the film of lacquer and 
cause this gum to swell, thereby re- 
leasing the base from those areas. 

Sometimes when “soft dot” posi- 
tives have been used, the coating in

Starting on this foundation, and wi# 
some serious thought and a bit of iit 
agination, one should be able to pu 
a good trademark. 4 
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the edges of the dots is hardened 
enough to prevent its being removed 
during the normal development 
time. As a result the plate will be 
“full” when developed, but will tend 
to work sharp on the press. Usually 
this action stops at a certain point 
and the plate does not go blind. 
The cause for this is the same as 
with an under-developed plate. The 
gum is only partially removed in the 
edges of the dots, and in swelling 
in these portions the ink is released 
causing the dot area of each dot to 
become smaller. 

The effect of moisture upon the 
plate at the time the lacquer or base 
was applied has been thoroughly 
explained in previous articles in this 
series and in the Research Bulletin 
Number 14 of the Lithographic 
Technical Foundation. A plate that 
goes blind from this cause can 
sometimes be reclaimed by the use 
of the moisture-removing lacquer 
described in the bulletin. Since 
plates of this character usually go 
blind at the very start of the run, 
the plate can be fanned dry without 
gumming, and washed out thor- 
oughly with this lacquer. The image 
should hold as well as if this lac- 
quer had been used in the making 
of the plate. It is imperative that 
the plate not be gummed or etched 
when in a blinded condition, as this 
will prevent the lacquer from hold- 
ing. Generally the action of the 
fountain etch is so mild that it has 
no effect in that short a time. 


Plate Can Sometimes Be Saved 


Here then are the three most fre- 
quent causes of blind plate trouble: 
poor gumming, incomplete develop- 
ment, and improper preparation of 
the surface prior to the applying of 
the base. By the use of solvents or 
proprietary materials, or by scour- 
ing, it is often possible to get a fair 
impression from a poorly gummed 
plate. At times it cannot be done. 
The identity of this can usually be

made by the lack of a clean wash 
out. The incompletely developed 
plate can be rubbed up or put un- 
der a base and it will give good 
prints for a few impressions but will 
quickly go blind again. A plate to 
which the base has not become 
firmly attached, due to moisture or 
any other materials remaining on 
the plate, can frequently be saved 
through the use of the moisture-re- 
moving lacquer. 


Pressman Can Help Platemaker 


By studying these three causes of 
blindness, the pressman can greatly 
help the platemaker in producing 
satisfactory plates, and at the same 
time make his job much easier. A 
good lithographic image is so much 
an integral part of the plate itself 
that it can only be removed by the 
destruction of the metal to which 
it is attached, either by mechan- 
ical wear or by the chemical] action. 
Any properly made deep-etch plate 
should go blind for no other rea- 
sons than these. 

The non-work areas of a deep- 
etch plate made by the gum process 
should be considerably better and 
easier to keep clean than either an 
albumin or hand-transfer plate, un- 
less the latter two were treated with 
bichromated gum as explained in 
LTF Bulletin Number 3. Ordinarily 
the film of light-hardened gum re- 
maining on the plate is a most effec- 
tive etch. In fact if this were not 
the case it would be impossible to 
successfully perform the operation 
of washing the plate out with the 
moisture-removing lacquer without 
first gumming the plate. Unless the 
plate department has had to resort 
to the use of harsh counter-etch- 
ing clearing solutions to remove the 
stencil, this film is ample protection 
for the non-work areas. The use of 
clearing solutions results in plates 
which the pressman considers to be 
“sensitive.” At times platemakers 
have to resort to their use. 





SOME OF THE ALMOST ENDLESS POSSIBILITIES 


Although most cases of plates 
scumming can be traced to the ink, 
paper, fountain water, mechanical 
wear, or to improper dampening, 
sometimes the plate itself is at fault. 
Some plate etches actually become 
counter-etches while standing. Al- 
though it should not be necessary 
for the platemaking department to 
use an etch when the stencil has 
been removed through the use of 
hot water only, there are always 
some few places which require ston- 
ing-out, and as a result it is com- 
mon practice to give the whole plate 
an etch. The use of etches which are 
not fresh can make a plate very 
grease-receptive. 

Oxide spots or pits which were in 
the plate before the image was put 
down are a common cause, as is 
scum where a plate “oxidizes” dur- 
ing processing or while on the press. 
Stoning-out where possible seems 
to be the only remedy. 


Overexposure Can Cause Scum 


One of the most peculiar causes of 
scum on deep-etch plates, and per- 
haps one of the hardest to identify, 
is apparently caused by overexpos- 
ure of the coating during the mak- 
ing of the plate. It very closely re- 
sembles an albumin scum, and is 
very difficult to deal with. Most gum 
etches have very little or no effect 
on it, although occasionally a strong 
solution of phosphoric acid and gum 
will remove it. Hard scrubbing with 
a very stiff-bristle brush even while 
the plate is on the press frequently 
will remove a considerable portion 
of it, or better yet, remove the plate, 
immerse in water and scrub hard. 

Plates with this same character- 
istic may be frequently found when 
the humidity is relatively low. This 
should be called to the attention of 
the platemaking department, who 
should examine the plates immedi- 
ately following the alcohol wash. 
The writer has recently seen a series 
of plates which upon examination

The tracing of causes of plates 
scumming requires close observa- 
tion of the nature of the trouble.

FROM A SALES PROMOTER 

I wanted to use the phrase, “We have 
been appealed to to cut down our con- 
sumption of wheat products...” It 
doesn’t sound too awkward, but the “to 
to” looks childish. Will you please open 
the Grade Two grammar book to the 
page that explains such things—in 
monosyllables—and read it to me? 

In my bookroom, the dust lies 
heaviest on the textbooks of gram- 
mar. The querist admits that he 
might have reworded the sentence: 
“They appealed to us to cut down,” 
or “we have been asked to cut 
down”; but for some reason known 
only to himself he does want to 
start with “we have,” and “‘ap- 
pealed’ carried the wail of hunger so 
much better than ‘asked.’’’ Well, as 
a simple proposition in good expres- 
sion “We have been asked to cut 
down” is the answer. The special 
facts of the situation being what 
they are, I can only say: I myself 
would accept the two “to”’’s without 


a qualm, and let it go at that. Per- 
haps it’s the same philosophy as 
“The worm is only packaged apple,” 
but that’s the way it shapes up in 
my (substitute for) a mind. 


MIX COURAGE WITH CAUTION! 

The company for which I work is con- 
servative in the extreme; in my opinion, 
almost to the point of dry rot. Our rou- 
tine is unbreakable. Here in the proof- 
room we wouldn’t dare correct “tbe” to 
“the” if the “b” was copy. Our follow- 
copy rule is like those laws of the Medes 
and Persians. Today I had “conspicous- 
ly” in the manuscript, and all I dared to 
do was to query for the missing “u.” Is 
there any sense in such a rule? Within 
a few weeks I have had to query the 
spelling “Aristophanes,” and “other that 
identical.” It burns me up, gives me that 
man-or-mouse feeling. 

As to the misspelling of “Aristo- 
phanes,” in straight text, I would 
say it should be recognized as the 
proofreader’s actual duty to make 
such corrections. So, too, of “con- 
spicously,” and of “that” for “than.” 
There are two possible measures for 
protection of author and publisher 
against mistaken zeal on the part of 
the proofreader: first, the author 
should mark unusual spellings with 
«a note that copy is to be followed; 
second, the reader marking the cor- 


rection on the proof should make a 
marginal notation calling attention 
to the change from copy. (I don’t 
like to have a detected error pass 
unmarked; the next fellow might 
not catch it.) Mark with courage— 
but also with judgment. 


MORE "AN" TROUBLE 
In “Guideposts in Chaos” by Chan- 
ning Pollock, I find “an horrible deed,” 
etc., ad nauseum, whatever that means. 
Is not this a detestable affectation?

POETRY MAKEUP 

What is optical centering? 

It is a method used principally in 
making up pages of poetry, espe- 
cially when there is wide range in 
the length of the lines. Very long 
lines are best broken into one long 
line and a short turnover line. A 
block width is set by averaging the 
fuller lines so as to make the page 
look properly balanced. The whole 
tactic is governed by the fact that a 
precisely struck geometrical balance 
may not please the reader’s sub- 
consciously critical vision. 


BETWEEN THIS AND THAT 

It was set, “Between pp. 47-48.” I 
passed it, but higher authority changed 
it to “47 and 48.” Can you tell me why? 

Yes. The hyphen (or en dash) is 
used as a sort of shorthand in in- 
dicating a stretch of pages, as “pp. 
47-51.” When the phrase is ex- 
pressed in full, it is “from page 47 
to page 51.” The expression you 
quote—apparently referring to lo- 
cation of an inset—does not adapt 
itself comfortably to use of the en 
dash (commonly translated “to”), 
and is much better written out in 
full, “between pages 47 and 48.” 


THE GENTLEMEN CRY PAX 

“Pax Japonica” turned up today. I 
take it to mean “Japanese peace.” I 
would like to know whether “Japonica” 
should be capped or not. 

Why not? It’s a proper adjective, 
same as “Japanese.” Compare the 
old expression “Pax Romana.” A 
more debatable question of capita- 
lization would apply to the noun, 
“Pax.” Things seem to go more 
smoothly, in this field, if we take 
the entire phrase as a proper-noun 
structure and use two caps. 

(And, incidentally, offered free 
gratis and for nothing, those three 
words above—“proper noun struc- 
ture”—present an interesting ex- 
ample of the hyphen’s helpfulness 
in indicating the word relationship. 
Written as three separate words, 
they might be taken to mean “a 
noun structure that is proper,” in- 
stead of “a structure built upon or 
about a proper noun.” Even under- 
standing and quick-witted readers’ 
minds are subjected to an unrec- 
ognized but positively existent mo- 
mentary check by such confusing 
word combinations.) 


SINS OF HEADLINE WRITERS 

What you call headline English has 
almost abolished in newspapers use of 
“former.” Its replacement, “ex-,” brings 
up some awkward combination. For ex- 
ample: “ex-Boy Scout” easily means “a 
former member of the B. S.’s,” not “a 
Scout who has outgrown boyhood”; “ex- 
mayor’s aide,” “ex-Republican nominee” 
are not so simple. Try these on your 
typewriter: “ex-police sergeant,” “ex- 
prime minister,” “ex-convict’s wife,” 
“ex-Signal Corps captain.” I would pre- 
fer general use of “former,” with “ex-” 
saved for headline space emergencies. 
Which would be better: Drop the 
hyphen after the “ex-,” hyphenate 
throughout, or rewrite the phrase—as 
“ex-champion of the world” instead of 
“ex-world’s champion”? The principal 
awkward spots seem to be in connection 
with your pet, the famous ENT noun of 
identification. 

Sir, you win the (purely hypo- 
thetical) prize for the all-time best 
letter. To rewrite would almost al- 
ways be to increase the space used. 
Often in my own editorial work I 
have resorted to one or the other 
of the two remaining suggestions: 














No hyphen (ex world champion) or 
two hyphens (ex-world-champion). 
The situation is like that in “New 
York-New London train.” Note.— 
My heart warms to this lad who so 
intelligently appreciates the noun- 
of-identification idea, which inci- 
dentally would, if generally adopt- 
ed, clear away more than half the 
present difficulties of compounding 
in script or print. 


MISERY LOVES COMPANY! 

I enjoy Proofroom. It is comforting 
to know that others stumble over semi- 
colons and are bewildered by adverbial 
gerunds. 

I'll climb into the ring any time to 
fight for the semicolon, which— 
when used rightly!—is a mighty ef- 
fective mark of punctuation. As to 
the adverbial gerunds, well, I have 
to go to the books for that! 


TOO MUCH IS PLENTY! 

Some months ago I wrote you about 
Basic English and asked for a reference 
to some books on this subject. Recently 
I noticed that you require a self-ad- 
dressed stamped envelope for answers 
to correspondents. Herewith are the es- 
sentials, in hope that you will answer. 

The masthead of this department 
says, “Personal replies cannot be 
made by mail.” It is not a matter of 
stamps, but of time and extra work, 
beyond the fair requirements of the 
department upon its conductor’s en- 
ergies. I did have a book about Basic 
English, but I just can’t seem to lo- 
cate it right now. Any bookseller 
should be able to tell you where to 
look for books on Basic English, or 
on the subject of Semantics. 


ALL IS GORFIVEN! 

The operator set “condifential,” and 
the proofreader did not catch the error. 
Of course, it was a mechanical error, 
not one of intelligence. Still, I call even 
such misprints serious when they occur 
in the columns of a high-class, carefully 
made newspaper, Do you not think, as 
I do, that both the operator and the 
proofreader were bringing upon them- 
selves at least a call-down? 

No, you and I do not occupew the 
same pie. No doubt there’s a scien- 
tific name for such tricks of the 
mind, transposing letters or sylla- 
bles. Any error is a blemish, but 
some blemishes there must be—es- 
pecially in newspapers, made under 
such pressure of speed. Likely as 
not, a large majority of the readers 
read the word as “confidential,” 
without noticing the typo. If the 
compositor was a good worker he 
probably hated himself for the er- 
ror; and if he wasn’t, calling him 
down would do no good. Every day’s 
work in the printshop emphasizes 
the need of constant alertness. 
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WHO'S NUTTY NOW? 

It perplexes me to see how you gen- 
erally are aware that a living language 
changes, not as a whole but mixing per- 
son by person; yet on a few matters 
which are subject to this kind of prefer- 
ence, you prefer one and become pon- 
tifical about it. To cite an historical 
reference, our father Caxton in his pro- 
log to Vergil’s “Eneydos” 1490 took after 
“some gentylmen, whiche desired me to 
vse old and homely termes in my trans- 
lacyons,” telling about an old book 
“wreton in such wyse that it was more 
lyke dutche than englysshe. ... In my 
iudgements, the comyn termes that be 
dayli vsed ben lyghter to be vunder- 
stonde than auncyent englysshe.”.. 

After your writing “Semantically, that 
word ‘sound’ is the core of the matter,” 
you don’t follow the signboard. The let- 
ter h does not indicate a sound, a con- 
sonant—it indicates a breathing which 
is sometimes heavy, usually light: a 
handle, a heavyweight, an hour, an his- 
torical, an hotel, an hasty exit. Arbi- 
trary, no principle. (Did you catch the 
false example I included?) I think I say 
a house, but I wouldn’t object to Cax- 


ton’s an hows, which apparently was 
standard southern englysshe 450 years 
ago. Unless you think of it, do you make 
a difference between white and wight? 

While I disagree with this Cali- 
fornia friend almost all the way, I 
most certainly would not. challenge 
his right to think and say what he 
does think and say. But I’d rather 
be shot at dawn (if I got up that 
early) than to say “an hasty exit.” 
Or “an historic event.” And I am 
sure if I spoke of “the wight in the 
white house” a thousand times, you 
could tell every time which was 
“white” and which was “wight.” If 
saying that “an historic’ demon- 
strates cruelty to aitches is pontif- 
ical, put me down in that column, 
to stay. Initial “h” is a sound, even 
if it is produced by breathing in- 
stead of by labial, lingual, or palatal 
apparatus; and it is silent in only a 
few words, like hour. In “historical” 
it should be heard, and so far as I 
know, anything you hear is a sound. 





































“Hey Chief! There’s a bold type out here you might be interested in.” 
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HOW COME? 

How come you to say in November, 
1942, page 57: “ ‘Different than’ just 
simply does not hold up on any grounds 
of grammar,” and in April, 1944, page 
59: “. .. when ‘different’ hooks up with 
a clause a conjunction seems to fill the 
bill much better than a preposition does 
—and so we get the ever increasingly 
popular ‘different than.’” Never mind 
answering; the prisoner is guilty! 

But he can’t be shot at dawn, as 
the ancient joke went, because he 
doesn’t get up that early. This 
searcher of the ancient scriptures 
(meaning the IP files) seems to 
have it on me, but I’m sure only of 
this, that “different than” is a truly 
tough one. The more that you try 
to bring it to hook up with idiom 
(common usage) and the rules of 
grammar, the more quicksandy it 
seems. I do not like “different 
than,” and dodge it shamelessly 
whenever I can. Space is open for 
anyone who can put it into words 
simply—and workably. 


SIMPLEST MARKING IS BEST 

Copy was “an investment of $10,000.” 
Copy editor wanted to make it 10,000— 
keeping the numerals but doing away 
with the dollar sign. He placed the caret 
between the last zero and the period. 
Was that the best marking? 

It did the work all right, but I 
think it would have been better to 
draw the caret through the period, 
and write a new period after the in- 
serted word “dollars.” This prefer- 
ence is due simply to the fact that it 
eases the compositor’s eye. It saves 
him from having to follow the caret 
for “dollars,” then go back to the 
original line for the period. In gen- 
eral, I believe that the simplest 
marking is apt to be the best and in 
this instance, this is it. 


GET THE DICTIONARY! 

What is the difference between “prac- 
tical” and “practicable’’? 

I can’t do better than to advise 
you to consult the dictionary. 
And roughly, “practical” generally 
means something like “sensible,” 
and “practicable” means “work- 
able.” Don’t monkey with them, on 
copy or on proof, unless you feel 
mighty sure of yourself. They’re 
toughies. 


PRINTING FOR PEACE 

What do you think of our booklet, 
Printing and World Peace, of which we 
are sending you a copy? 

The booklet, handset and printed 
by students of the Norwich Free 
Academy at Norwich, Connecticut, 
was sent to Proofroom me and not 
to Mr. Frazier for comment in his 
cwn pet particular Specimens de- 
partment, and so the comment is 
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It is not necessary to pay a royalty for 
reproduction of the veterans discharge em- 
blem when used in advertising, it has been 
ascertained by Henry Hoke, publisher of 
The Reporter of Direct Mail Advertising, 
who presents the facts in the September 
issue of his publication. Notice that such 
a royalty should be paid has been widely 
circulated by Larry Michelson & Com- 
pany, printer in Portland, Oregon, who 
claimed he had a copyright on the design. 

What happened is that the Oregon 
printer bought from another firm a copy- 
right on an adaptation of the design, with 
additional colored rings, to be used for 
processing decals on windows, windshields, 
and similar surfaces, and thought that by 
so doing he controlled all advertising re- 
productions of the emblem. He has been 
demanding a two per cent royalty on the 
cost of all space or printing using the 
design. His copyright, however, applies 
only to the specific decal print design. 

The original design, from which the dis- 
charge emblem is derived, Mr. Hoke 
learned, was created in 1925 by a New 
York artist commissioned by the Federal 
Art Commission to design an emblem 
which had been authorized by Congress 
for issue to ROTC students, National 
Guardsmen, and veterans. With altera- 
tions, it was approved in 1943 for its pres- 
ent use. The emblem is the property of the 
United States Government, and no one 
can claim exclusive right to its use. 


editorial rather than mechanical. 
However, let me say the workman- 
ship is neat and furnishes pleasing 
evidence that American youth still 
responds to the appeal of “the art 
preservative of arts.” As to proof- 
reading by the youngsters—well, on 
the very first page my skimming eye 
finds “the fast moving current of 
events” and “this fast-shrinking 
world.” Either is okay, but the two 
together denote a regrettable ob- 
tuseness to finely pointed style. I 
find “desease” for “disease,” and 
“extra-ordinary” is an oddity. It is 
happifying to come upon such a 
demonstration of interest in print- 
ing among the teen-agers and their 
instructors. 


OVERWORKED APOSTROPHE 

I am a compo. I try to save the proof- 
room unnecessary work. Sometimes this 
means the great sin of not following 
copy. It’s a gamble, of course; but, as I 
think, a good one. When I’m right, time 
and money are saved; when I’m wrong, 
the proofroom still can catch the error. 
Please rule. 

Take a cutline like this: “Connal- 
lys Leaving for Paris.” Suppose you 
thought such a fancy plural should 
have an apostrophe, as in “the A’s.” 
Suppose you put one in, making it 
“Connally’s.” Then it would look as 
if the line meant “Connally is leav- 
ing,” quite a different matter from 
what was actually meant—and you 
would be in bad, with no defense. 
If the line had come off the type- 
writer with the “Connallys” spelled 
“Coneallys” or something like that, 
your standing would be different. 
Compositor and reader must both 
employ JUDGMENT, and make no 
changes from copy without abso- 
lute certainty of correctness. The 
shadow of doubt means danger. 


AN OLD FRIEND BOBS UP 

In a series of dates—“September 19, 
20, and 21”—do you use a comma after 
“20”? I have always used such a comma, 
but our composing room foreman said 
that the “and” takes the place of the 
comma. 

Your word “series” carries the an- 
swer. This comma is called the 
“series comma.” Those who favor its 
use think it makes the separation 
of items more clear and sure; those 
who do not like it say just what 
your foreman said. It is not so much 
a matter of rightness and wrong- 
ness as of personal preference. The 
point for printers is, choose the 
style you like, and then stick to it. 


SYLLABUBBLES 

I wonder whether we actually do say 
Jap-anese rather than Ja-panese. 

Pronunciation in speech and divi- 
sion in print are (supposedly) twins. 
Scientists can measure these sound- 
ings; I can’t. But is there not some 
evidential value in the fact that we 
nickname the Japanese by abbre- 
viating the word to “Japs”? If we 
really do say “Ja’pa-nese,” it would 
be logical (and “natural”) to say 
“Ja'pas.” 


UNDIES AND UNDIES 

You say, “... this comeback goes 
through my tough old Undy as I sit in 
my undies in my workshop .. .” How 
come your tough old Undy is upper case, 
while you sit around in your lower-case 
undies? 

Just a little joke that seems to 
have gone wrong. One is my ancient 
but still working typewriter; the 
other, shirt and shorts.

To have sent us 
so many reflects credit upon you, 
shows you want constructive criti- 
cism, are not just seeking compli- 
mentary reference, which doesn’t, 
of course, imply those sending less 
are. Of the stationery, that of de 
Marquetiere heads a fine parade. 
It is simple, yet colorful and, so, 
packs a punch. Letterheads of Vic- 
toria Marine Agencies and Fisher- 
men’s Co-Operative Federation are 
distinctive, colorful, and impressive, 
while that of Cyclos also rates a 
high score. Comparatively, forms of 
Durand Agency are inferior but 
more of the printing being done to- 
day is worse than is better.

Your plastic-bound 10- by 8-inch bro- 
chure, “Natural Color Vignettes,” wins 
our oscar for the most impressive and 
best-executed item for advertising a 
printing business seen for a year. Leaves 
between the cover follow the same pat- 
tern. On twenty-eight of them groups 
of fruits and vegetables, some in dishes, 
others not, all outlined, appear in full 
color on one side only. Across bottom 
there’s a band in colors repeating the 
title from the cover followed by your 
name. Extending in from along left side 
is a band of green becoming finer as it 
extends to right a la vignette. Illustra- 
tions are from natural color photo- 
graphs which you promote effectively in 
one of the first leaves with further copy 
on the right-hand facing page. Your 
copy is good; we repeat it for our other 
readers: “The following pages carry 
examples of this new color reproduction 
process made in our own camera, art, 
and lithographic departments, which 
describe more vividly than words the 
natural brilliance fidelity, and almost 
three-dimensional realism which it is 
now possible to secure.” It is interesting 
to note the advance in offset during 
recent years. The colors, as you say, are 
really bright. Those red cherries! The 
leaves are varnished (or roller coated) 
on the printed side and that helps a lot. 
One look at the piece and your most 
particular prospect or customer will not 
question your abilities and facilities to 
accomplish successfully the most diffi- 
cult and particular work, of course if 
his eyes are good and his taste discrim- 
inating. And someone remarked to this 
Teviewer not long ago that quality in 
printing was on the down grade. That 
may be true with respect to much small 
work because of the indifference of 
average shop workmen but, all things 
considered, the finer work done today 
IS Superior to the best work of any era 
of the past. 





ITU FORESEES INCREASED 
TROUBLE IN AF of L FAMILY 


@ Because the National CIO has advised its subordinates to 
use the offset process of printing rather than letterpress, in order 
to obtain thereon the union label of the Amalgamated Lithog- 
raphers of America, the International Typographical Union fore- 
sees increased “troubles of the family of the AF of L printing 
trades unions comprising the International Allied Printing Trades 
Association.” 

Recently a general letter was sent to all CIO affiliates by James 
B. Carey, secretary-treasurer of the National CIO, concerning the 
affiliation of the Amalgamated Lithographers of - America. Part 
of the letter reads as follows: 

“There is more involved than a word of welcome. The afhlia- 
tion with us of the Amalgamated Lithographers of America makes 
it possible for much of our printing and publication work to carry 
a CIO union label. Virtually any printing order required in quan- 
tities can be produced by the lithographic process. In many in- 
stances, so produced, it is superior to the ordinary printing job. 
For your convenience, there is attached a directory of the Amal- 
gamated Lithographers of America. We suggest if you are in the 
market for printed matter that you contact the local representative 


“ of our CIO affiliate. He will, we are sure, be glad to refer you to 


concerns that are organized.” 

Officers of the ITU have published a statement in the Novem- 
ber issue of Typographical Journal to the effect that “the dominant 
position in the printing industry long held by the ITU is threat- 
ened by increased use of other than letterpress methods of print- 
ing,” and “the threat is to both the commercial and newspaper 
branches of the industry.” The statement continues : 

“Acceptance of a charter in the CIO (by the ALA) conceiv- 
ably could involve the ITU far beyond its desire in dual claims of 
jurisdiction over the printing field by AF of L and CIO unions. 
Injection of the CIO into the printing industry will only add to 
the troubles of the family of AF of L printing trades unions com- 
prising the International Allied Printing Trades Association. . . . 
Dual claims of jurisdiction by AF of L and CIO unions, such as 
have plagued other industries in recent years, may be in store for 
the industry upon whose ability to survive and prosper depends the 
livelihood and welfare of our members.” 

It is stated that the ITU executive council had tried last May 
to avoid the invasion of the printing industry by the CIO by in- 
viting the Amalgamated Lithographers to confer with the coun- 
cil “for the purpose of devising mutually satisfactory ways and 
means of effecting affiliation of the Lithographers with the ITU.” 
The response was not encouraging, so the report states. 

The ALA is said to claim a membership of 20,000, in nearly 
one hundred local unions. The Photo-Engravers’ and Printing 
Pressmen’s Unions refused to recognize them as a separate print- 
ing trades union but wanted the ALA to divide its membership 
between those two AF of L unions. This the ALA refused to do, 
recently withdrawing from the AF of L to accept a charter from 
the CIO.

@ “THE arT of salesmanship is the 
art of compromise.’ So says Lew 
Hahn, General Manager of the Na- 
tional Retail Dry Goods Association. 

“Suppose, for example, I want to 
buy some shirts. I like blue broad- 
cloth. So I go into a store that looks 
promising and ask for blue broad- 
cloth shirts. The clerk asks ‘Must 
they be blue broadcloth? We have 
some very good poplin shirts but no 
broadcloth.’ Poplin shirts are good 
too so between the poplin and no 
shirts at all I compromise on poplin. 
Then comes the matter of color. ‘I’m 
afraid I have no blue poplin,’ the 
clerk says, ‘but I have an attractive 
shade of green.’ Green is my pet 
hate. ‘How about white?’ he asks. 
White is always satisfactory so we 
compromise on white. 

“Then comes the question of the 
price. The clerk says the shirts are 
$4.85. I have in mind paying about 
$3.75. The clerk says, ‘I’m sorry but 
we have only the one grade. We 
found these shirts so much more 
satisfactory than the cheaper qual- 
ity that we are stocking them ex- 
clusively.’ By this time I am begin- 
ning to like the looks of that store. 
Besides, if I insist on cheaper shirts 
I will have to dig up a store that 
has them. So I compromise by pay- 
ing a little more instead of running 
all over town in an attempt to save 
a few dollars. 

“Finally we look for my size. I 
need 16-34. The clerk looks over his 
stock. He has 16s in 33 and 35 sleeve 
lengths but no 34s. The 33 shirt is 
obviously too small and 35 is too 
large. ‘Tell you what I’ll do!’ says 
the clerk. ‘Leave the 35s with me for 
two or three days and I'll have them 
taken up.’ ‘But,’ I object, ‘I am leav- 
ing town tonight and I need the 
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shirts to take with me.’ ‘What time 
are you going?’ ‘Four o’clock.’ (I 
really am not going until five but I 
want to make sure the shirts are 
ready before I leave.) ‘Very well. 
They will be at your hotel before 
four o’clock.’ 

“And so by compromising at every 
step the clerk and I arrive at a deal 
which, if not just what I wanted, 
was mutually acceptable.” 

Mr. Hahn’s proposition suggests a 
sound technique for printing sales- 
men to try. Consider that buyer who 
plagues us by exacting impossible 
promises and then going after our 
scalp when we fall down. His habit 
is to hold up copy and plates, at the 
beginning, hold proofs for a week, 
and then give us galleys of A.A:s. 

This time we offer him a compro- 
mise. He wants the delivery in four 
weeks. We agree to give him de- 
livery in four weeks but phrase our 
promise cautiously. We will give him 
proofs within a week from the time 
he gives us the complete copy and 
plates. And we will give him the 
complete job eighteen days after his 
final okay. This proposition is a 
compromise in that while we agree 
to make a delivery date he also 
agrees to hold to his part of the 
schedule. He probably will hold up 
the job anyway but he has no come- 
back on us if delivery is late. 

Or take a complication which the 
present paper situation often be- 
gets. We make a promise expecting 
the paper we have been promised 
to be available by the time the job 
is ready to run. It isn’t. The paper 
man who sold it says it has been 
held for next month’s quota. The 


customer insists that he must }:ave 
his mailing by the date originally 
promised. In this instance we have 
protected ourselves by inserting a 
clause in our estimate which m:ikes 
our delivery date subject to avail- 
ability of outside purchases. But 
even though we are protected for- 
mally we are still a target for the 
wrath of our customer and the hot 
wrath of a customer is no asset for 
any salesman. Clearly we musi do 
something to make him happy. 

We have some more expensive 
paper on hand which we bought for 
a job which will not be ready to go 
to press for some months. We offer 
him the job printed on this extra 
grade paper, taking a chance that 
we will be able to replace it before 
the original job is ready. The price 
will be a little higher but delivery 
can be made on time. If the cus- 
tomer is willing to accept this com- 
promise he can save himself a long 
wait. He may not like our proposi- 
tion too well but probably will find 
it more acceptable than a long wait. 

However, it is in the matter of 
price that we have the greatest op- 
portunity to offer compromises. If 
a job is complicated or elaborate 
there is not one buyer in a hundred 
who can write the specifications 
that will give him the quality he 
needs at the lowest possible price. 
The buyer is almost certain to miss 
chances to save money by compro- 
mising on minor points. 

Take one buyer the writer has in 
mind who furnishes the layout and 
plates for his sixteen-page booklets. 
Despite repeated warnings he per- 
sists in making his size 6 by 9 inches 
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You've got the makings of 
an excellent advertising 
program. What next? Finding 
a printer with the skill 
and equipment necessary to 
put your selling message 
into attractive, effective 
printed advertising form.

Another !-P Sales Idea for You 
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bleed all around. Cutting the size to 
53, by 834 inches would sacrifice 
little in visual appeal, would save on 
both the paper and press work, and 
would even save a little on plates. 
Furthermore, if this buyer would 
only compromise a little on the time 
element and show his dummy to his 
printers before he makes his plates 
he would save still more. He usually 
has ideas he could ditch without 
losing any of the booklet’s appeal. 

Another customer had his heart 
set on a brochure of twelve pages 
and cover. The cover was to be 100- 
pound coated; text 70-pound. Ad- 
mittedly the heavier cover might 
make the job a bit more impressive. 
But the extra effect was not worth 
the extra cost of running and bind- 
ing two fours and an eight instead 
of one sixteen. Sixteen pages self 
cover could be produced at a cost 
that would stay within the buyer’s 
budget; twelve and cover would run 
over. The buyer saw the point and 
compromised on the self cover. 

Sometimes, it is true, an effort to 
compromise backfires. This is espe- 
cially likely to happen when the 
buyer does not know the salesman 
well. The writer once messed up an 
inquiry for a salesman, who was ill, 
by handling a suggestion badly. It 
was on a four-page folder and the 
artist had drawn the artwork for 
page one in such a manner that it 
would have required a combination 
plate, 814 by 11 inches. Shortening 
a single line one-eighth of an inch 
would have allowed the plate to be 
made in two pieces at less than half 
the cost of the combination. 

The artist, however, was miffed at 
the suggestion. It was impossible, he 
said, to altar a single line in the 
drawing. The customer agreed with 
him, and the writer lost the order. 

Watch your step in offering com- 
promises. If your customer suspects 
your motives you will find yourself 
in hot water. 

As Mr. Hahn so truly said, the art 
of salesmanship is the art of com- 
promise. No form of art is learned 
in a day. Any salesman who has 
learned his production technique 
thoroughly should be full of sugges- 
tions which will save money for the 
customer. So should a production 
man. Getting a customer to accept 
suggestions gratefully is another 
matter. That takes salesmanship 
which can only be acquired by deep 
study plus hard knocks. 

By the time you get to a point at 
which your customers consistently 
accept your compromise offers you 
can be sure you are a real salesman. 


Actions Still Are Louder Than Words 


Universal language’can_help in keeping world at peace but alone 


cannot bring about a brotherhood of man @ By Edward N. Teall 


@ THE FUNDAMENTAL fallacy in pro- 
grams of international pacification 
by means of a common language for 
use in international negotiation is 
a misunderstanding of human na- 
ture. Correction of ancient conflicts 
and clashes rests not in linguistic 
revolution but in restriction of the 
will to fight. Language, the univer- 
sal means of human communica- 
tion, can indeed be a very powerful 
agency for good or bad relations be- 
tween families, nations, or races. 
Hungarians in the armies of the old 
Austro-Hungarian Empire resented, 
to the point of mutiny and civil war, 
the issuance of commands in the 
language of the dominant element 
in the hyphened relationship. Revo- 
lution spawned in the muck of lin- 
guistic diversity. 

One of the most influential fac- 
tors in the might of America is the 
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“INTERNATIONAL 
LANGUAGE?”’

The difference between Secretary For- 
restal’s statement (of September 30, 1946) 
on our naval policy in European waters 
and Admiral Halsey’s truculent remark 
that “we will go where we damn please” 
is the difference between forthright and 
reasoned statesmanship and jingoism. 

The steady circulation of American 
men-of-war in the Mediterranean had been 
explained as a gesture of ‘“good-will.’’ 
Good-will nothing, said Mr. Forrestal: 
the Navy is in the Eastern Atlantic and 
the Mediterranean on the serious and 
legitimate errand of discharging the war- 
incurred obligations of this nation, pro- 
tecting our interests, keeping the peace, 
and carrying out the foreign policies 
framed for these purposes. 

The simplicity and truthfulness of Mr. 
Forrestal’s statement are probably what 
made it seem remarkable, even sensa- 
tional, in an era when the heads of many 
states are alternating between fair words 
for their wartime allies and verbal attacks 
on them, rarely suiting their actions to 
their oratory. If it is an exception to the 
rule of diplomatic exchanges among na- 
tions to state a policy so clearly that no 
one can mistake its terms or fail to under- 
stand the reason for the policy, then 
Mr. Forrestal’s declaration must be put 
down as an exception.—ARTHUR CROCK in 
the New York Times 
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use of a common language through- 
out the forty-eight States of the 
Union. It promotes partnership in 
thought and codperation in action, 
adjustment of limited interests to 
inclusive relations—and does indeed 
constitute something of an argu- 
mentin favor of a world language as 
a force for promotion of interna- 
tional friendship. But it is not the 
final factor. ~ 

The speech of a Maine man dif- 
fers from that of a Southwesterner. 
The two Portlands have varying idi- 
oms and differences of pronuncia- 
tion, but either can readily make its 
meaning clear to the other. As New 
York apples are sold in Oregon, and 
Oregon fruits are sought in Bagdad 
on the Subway, so there is perpetual 
swapping of ideas, and reciprocity 
in verbal intercourse, an interstate 
commerce over the lines of lan- 
guage. BUT: facilities of exchange 
are less important than the posses- 
sion or lack of products fit for ex- 
change and the spirit of true bar- 
gaining. Good will in advance is the 
fundamental necessity for success- 
ful international negotiation. 

Semantics, the science of mean- 
ing, operates for good (mutual un- 
derstanding) or for bad (inability 
to “get together”) in either the per- 
sonal or public relationships. In pri- 
vate conversation or international 
negotiation, as in a treaty, a phrase 
used with friendly intent by one 
party may deeply offend the other 
party; the definitions do not jibe, 
and translation fails of its mission. 

The real question is whether com- 
mon use of any existing language, 
as English or French, or the inven- 
tion of a new language, could guar- 
antee avoidance of mental conflict, 
the wrangles of statesmen—and the 
waste of money, the destruction of 
property, and the loss of lives that 
go with war. The towers of Babel 
may lean increasingly, but they 
continue to radiate confusion. Peo- 
ple want peace, in any language— 
and get it in none. 

* * * * ok 

And so we get down to the meat 
of the matter: Is language, or is it 
not, a truly decisive factor in world 
peace, happiness, and prosperity? I 
maintain that it is not. (But in fair- 
ness let it be said that I am some- 
thing of an Isolationist in reaction 
to U. S. foreign policies, believing 
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that “charity” in the sense of good 
will and maintenance of the estate 
of “good ‘heighbors” should not 
cross the borders until all is safe 
and secure within them, and that 
good judgment is at least as impor- 
tant and valuable as good will.) 

So much, then, by way of destruc- 
tive criticism; what can be offered 
on the constructive side? 

I think our American opportunity 
is confined to the territory of (1) 
our Own use of our own language, 
and (2) promotion among ourselves 
of sympathetic understanding of 
other peoples and their languages. 

(1) Of these two, the first should 
come first. Our addresses to other 
peoples should be worded in the 
clearest, most completely under- 
standable, utterly unambiguous and 
formula-free wordage possible. This 
means, definitely and specifically, 
that diplomatic formality should be 
not only discouraged but aban- 
doned—by Executive Order or, if 
necessary, by Act of Congress. 

Basic English? Helpful—within 
severely strict limits. Semantics? 
Take it straight, not with a chaser 
nor in a cocktail. Take it without 
double talk. Do not cloud the issue 
of speech with theories. 

(2) “Sympathetic understanding” 
holds no content of sentimentality 
or vague idealism. To speak spe- 
cifically again, this means that we 
should educate young Americans in 
foreign languages with a thorough- 
ness and practicality never as yet 
known in modern-language work in 
the schools and most of the colleges 
of this country. Understanding of 
grammar is desirable (ENT thinks, 
indispensable) ; but a person living 
in a foreign country and hearing 
the language in its idiom, as spoken, 
knows more of that language, even 
though he cannot state one rule of 
its government, than one who knows 
the textbooks of its grammar, and 
has assimilated its dictionary vo- 
cabulary from A through Izzard. 
We can teach more idiom without 
having to teach less grammar. 


* * * * * 


Thus we have two fields for defi- 
nite action toward attainment of 
the goal set up by the advocates of 
international language: promotion, 
in education, of better use of our 
own language, and more practical 
and more general instruction in the 
languages of other peoples.

P.S.—Under date of October 1, 
1946, the New York Times carried a 
dispatch from Tokyo, under the 
heading “Linguistic Debate Bogs

Tokyo Trial—French Prosecutor Ac- 
cused of Contempt for Insisting on 
Using His Language.” The Interna- 
tional Military Tribunal spent two 
days arguing the matter. The lan- 
guage tangle had begun months 
earlier, when the Russians disre- 
garded our order that the proceed- 
ings should be conducted in English 
and Japanese, and appointed a 
judge who spoke Russian only. The 
French then insisted on having 
their speakers use their own lan- 
guage. The French prosecutor, dis-

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regarding an order to speak Eng- 
lish, was finally threatened by the 
president of the court with pro- 
ceedings for contempt. And so it 
went, with many complications as 
the court floundered in the bog of 
language. 

All this does not prove that an 
artificial world-language would iron 
out the world’s wrinkles, but it does 
make one wonder—and leaves some 
of us believing that the best hope 
of reform lies deep down among the 
taproots of human nature.

@ ORANGE, like its next door 
neighbor in the color wheel, red, 
has many highly desirable char- 
acteristics as well as some poten- 
tially disastrous pitfalls. It is not as 
gaudy as red, but possesses much 
of its brilliance, life, and warmth. 
It has more strength than its other 
color wheel neighbor, yellow, thus 
it meets many requirements not 
met by yellow. 

Like all lively second colors, its 
use requires exercising more than 
ordinary care. Its bright hue is de- 


ceptive, for in value it is not strong Used in bands underneath the display type lines, 
orange adds color without impairing readability 




































































Printing display type in orange is not usually ad- 
visable. Small type is next to impossible to read enough to be generally used for

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CAKING ON PLATE AND SHEET 

Enclosed you will find five sheets of a 
job we have printed. Sheet 1 was the 
yellow printed first in a semi-opaque 
color. At the time of printing the yellow 
printed well, with no trouble at all. 
When we surprinted the black over the 
yellow, that seemed all right too. When 
the black set on top of the yellow, we 
got the marks shown on sheets 2 and 3. 
Sheet 4 seems okay. These marks varied 
in different places when the black was 
printed over the yellow. Sheet 5 shows 
result of varnishing. We thought that it 
would cover up the marks but it didn’t 
do much good. We would like to know, if 
possible, what caused these marks. A job 
cylinder press was used. 

When you hand-rub the first sheet, 
printed in yellow only, you discover 
the basic trouble is streaks of wax- 
grease compound in the print. When 
you varnished, the varnish failed to 
take on the wax-grease although it 
took well over the surrounding 
areas. This phenomenon is some- 
times referred to as an oil or grease 
or “dope” float as it works under 
different conditions in the different 
multicolor jobs. 

In this job, it is necessary to view 
every facet to discover why these 
streaks of the wax-grease compound 
were arranged parallel to the bear- 
ers on the plate and at one end of 
the plate only. As this is basically an 
inking problem, the various factors 
should be examined in relation to 
inking. The two most obvious pos- 
sible causes of inking trouble are 
the paper and the form. 

No two of the five sheets have the 
same caliper and finish. If this was 
a condition all through the run, four 
sorts of the sheets would have been 
inked too heavily by far as the fifth 
sort of sheet was inked too heavily 
because makeready was not thor- 
ough. The form consists entirely of 
Solids of various sizes. If cut-out 
overlays had been used, less ink 
would have been needed and the 
trouble might have been avoided. 

In these days of rush printing, the 
cut-out overlay has almost fallen 
into complete disuse. With favorable 
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inking conditions it is not often 
necessary as when using a good 
halftone black on a solid form on 
coated paper. These semi-opaque 
yellows often give trouble on coated 
paper and so the cut-out overlay on 
solids is helpful. 

Streaking stemming from piling 
and caking is akin to mottling and 
most frequently caused by using too 
much ink because the makeready 
was not complete. 


IMMEDIATE BACKUP 

One of the jobs our shop does is print 
the school paper on a hand-feed platen 
press. It becomes necessary for us to 
back the second run immediately after 
the first run is finished. With this im- 
mediate backing, we have trouble with 
the ink offsetting onto the tympan, 
making the printed sheet hard to re- 
move. We have tried talcum, wax, and 
nearly everything to stop this action but 
find washing the tympan works best. 
This we do after every seventy-five 
sheets. Are there any other methods to 
prevent this offset? 

There is a special tympan paper 
available to cope with this problem. 
While it is better suited for use on 
presses other than those where the 
sheet must be fed over the tympan 
to gauges, because the slippage of 
the sheet is combated on the latter, 
still with a little practice one learns 
to hand-feed the sheet over this 
special tympan.

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COATED BOXBOARD TECHNIQUE 

The enclosed article, printed in a for- 
eign magazine, the name unknown, has 
been brought to my attention. Could 
you refer me to a source where I can 
get first-hand information? The article 
reads: 

“‘New Printing Technique.’ A new 
technique for printing on boxboard is 
reported from America. Previously box- 
board printing has usually consisted of 
reproductions in color with a very coarse 
screen but under the new technique art 
reproductions in halftone and four or 
five colors can be printed with a screen 
as fine as 200 with the result that much 
more brilliant reproduction can be ob- 
tained. This is a great achievement and 
should go a long way toward raising the 
standard of carton and boxboard de- 
sign. In the past, reproduction with 
such a fine screen as 200 has only been 
possible on high-grade art paper and, 
where such a good standard has been 
used, it has meant labeling the box or 
carton. In the new process the repro- 
duction is printed directly onto the 
board. It is made possible by pre-coating 
the board with a preparation which 
gives a much finer printing surface, 
similar to a coated paper, and also by 
using very rapid drying printing inks.” 

The reference is to the “patent 
coated” and “clay coated” boards 
developed in recent years to meet 
the tremendous demand for better 
package decoration. The tonnage 
has become so great that the neces- 
sary printing and litho inks for 
printing on these stocks has become. 
one of the most important divisions. 
of inkmaking. For details of tech- 
nique consult the mills that make 
these “coated” boards and the lead-. 
ing inkmakers. 

A scientific approach to the art of 
papermaking has led to recent im-. 
provements in the former beating: 
division. Previously the beater had 
three jobs: defibering, refining fi- 
bers, and blending the fibers, color 
alum, clay, and any other required 
ingredient. The beater could per- 
form only one of the jobs well. The 
other two were not so well done. 
This led to the hydrafiner, the hy- 
drapulper, and hydracycling tanks.. 
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The board used in folding cartons 
referred to is generally made on the 
cylinder paper machine and consists 
of four to six layers firmly matted 
together. The layer on top, to be 
printed on, is termed the “liner.” A 
better grade of stock is used for the 
liner. If it is of a good grade of white 
stock to which has been added a con- 
siderable percentage of clay or other 
white filler during the beating, the 
board is known as “patent coated.” 
Clay coated board is usually made 
from a slightly cheaper board that 
is coated with a mixture of china 
clay and casein in the usual coating 
process. These two are the grades 
of board best suited to printing and 
lithographing. Formerly the cartons 
were ordinarily printed in not more 
than two colors but improvements 
in board allow the use today of five 
and six colors. 

A number of problems were pre- 
sented to the inkmaker. One was an 
ink that would dry hard against the 
abrasion met in filling and gluing 
machines and of one carton against 
another in transit, and sometimes 
abrasive matter like sugar or salt in 
the cartons. Pigments used must be 
on the fast-to-light side else uni- 
formity in shelf and window display 
would be lost. Fastness to acids and 
alkalis is also required for certain 
contents of cartons. 

Often gloss inks are run on clay 
coated boards since they save a var- 
nishing operation. These inks need 
special synthetic resins and at times 
synthetic oils to hold the gloss on 
the surface. Varied boards may re- 
quire further amendments by the 
inkmaker who has found that each 
brand needs a different ink suited to 
it. Seasoned boards give less trouble; 
green and moist boards are the most 
difficult to print. 

Sulphate and sulphite stocks are 
used in patent coated boards today 
and non-uniform effects may follow 
from uneven surfaces of the boards. 
Wetting agents in inks to be used 
on sulphite are at times necessary. 

When kraft papers were used in 
this division of cartons and high 
gloss inks used on these stocks, new 
problems were presented because of 
the coarse, porous fibers of kraft, 
and these have not yet been fully 
solved. Nevertheless, as the foreign 
writer says, the coated carton board 
is “a great achievement.” 


PRINTING ON WOOD 

We are in the market for a press 
which will print the 36-inch scale and 
advertising matter on wood blanks. Can 
you put us in touch with the necessary 
Suppliers of machinery as well as type? 

Brass type is commonly used on 
‘special presses for printing on wood. 
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PERFORATING ON THE PRESS 

Can you give us information as to 
how other shops schedule jobs which 
are perforated? Do the majority of 
them print before perforating or per- 
forate in large sheets before the work is 
printed? We are having difficulty with 
running perforation on the automatic 
presses and we would like to find out 
how some of the other shops handle 
this work. 

Obviously, the most economical 
perforating is that done from per- 
forating rules (under type high) 
carried in the typographic form, 
provided the use of the rules in this 
way does not cut down production. 
Thanks to the special studded tym- 
pan (drawsheet) papers this is now 
practicable. Perforating heads may 
be used on offset presses to accom- 
plish perforating and printing in a 
single operation. 

However, most printers encounter 
some customers who want blind per- 
forating, for various reasons, and 
whether the ruling on the perforat- 
ing machine shall be done before 
or after printing depends on the 
kind of work. When numbering is to 
be done with typographic machines 
it is customary to blind perforate 
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(when it is specified) before the 
imprinting. There are perforating 
heads for use on letterpress m:- 
chines as well as offset, flatbed-cy!- 
inder, sheet- and roll-feed rotary 
machines. When round-hole perfv- 
rating is specified, it may be done 
either before or after printing but 
if the typographic numbering ma- 
chine is to be used on the job it is 
customary to blind-perforate prior 
to printing. For maximum produc- 
tion on some automatic presses, 
non-perforated sheets are prefer- 
able but some automatic feeders 
handle perforated sheets with very 
little trouble. 

So an unqualifed answer to your 
question is impossible; it depends on 
the specifications in the first in- 
stance, and on the most economical 
way to handle the entire job with 
the equipment which is available in 
your shop. 

As an example, there is a firm 
which has large sheets printed and 
blind-perforated on an offset press. 
Next it cuts the large sheets into 
smaller pieces on which it prints 
with a few type lines and typo- 
graphic numbering machines.

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‘ ECONOMICAL IMPRINTING CHANGES 


This company is in need of a specialiy 
press of which I have heard but cannot 
get further details. I am writing you for 
jnformation. Two of our sales promotion 
pieces use recipients’ names imprinted 
thereon. We have been doing this on a 
platen press from machine-cast slugs 
but the quantity has increased to the 
point where a better, quicker way is 
needed. I have heard that a Chicago 
firm uses a platen press adapted with a 
slug feeder that feeds the slugs into the 
press somewhat on the order of Ad- 
dressograph plates, one for each impres- 
sion. If you know of some such press or 
have any suggestions to help us out, 
may we hear from you? 

The device that you outiine is not 
known to us; frankly, we are skep- 
tical about this rumor because its 
great value would make it sell like 
hot cakes. However, there is an old 
and valuable device for economical 
imprinting, not as well known as it 
should be. 

Holes are bored in pieces of wood 
furniture to snugly hold the “bul- 
let” friction catches sold by hard- 
ware dealers at trifling cost. The 
pieces of furniture are positioned 
around the imprinting form so that 
the tips of the bullets press on the 
outlying slugs and hold the form. 
Change may be made on the press 
without unlocking the quoins. 

With automatic feeders it is pos- 
sible to feed two-up if the type of 
work permits automatic feeding. 


It is better to have metal furni- 
ture and the modern straight- 
thrust quoins, with more than one 
pair in a quoin holder, surrounding 
the two pieces of wood furniture, 
one at top and the other at the foot 
of the slugs. 

When the form is first made up 
the justification should be good. 
The great majority of forms are 
locked with excessive squeeze be- 
cause justification is faulty. Since 
the form, furniture, and chase can- 
not go down into the bed, they rise 
under the excessive squeeze. The re- 
sult of this spring is an arched form 
which causes various troubles. It is 
surprising how little squeeze will 
hold the form when the justifica- 
tion is good. 


ENVELOPE PRESS 

We're having a hot time trying to get 
new machinery for our projected expan- 
sion and move into a new and larger 
building. We have an idea that an en- 
velope press that will print from type 
may be the answer to some of our trou- 
bles. What we want to know is who sells 
them, their speed, quality of work turned 
out, price, and delivery dates. Can you 
answer this one? 

The manufacturers of the platen 
presses have all the answers. And 
in addition, special envelope presses 
printing from type in turtles, and 
even faster from curved plates, are 
available. 


BOOKKEEPING MACHINE FORMS 

We are enclosing a job printed for use 
in a bookkeeping machine and would 
like to know how this is done, what kind 
of equipment we would have to install 
to do the work in our own plant; also 
the kind of equipment we would need to 
print counter sales slips in triplicate on 
a continuous sheet to be used in small 
counter machines. 

The choice of equipment depends 
upon the kind of competition you 
have to face to get and hold this 
work. Special roll-feed presses that 
will face any competition are once 
again available. 

The job which you submit, one 
sheet printed, two parallel perfora- 
tions on it and two corners cut off, 
and a second sheet of another color, 
spot carbonized, is a standardized 
form for bookkeeping machines. It 
could have been produced as one job 
of a group of three or six as the two 
pieces cut six-out to best advantage 
from sheets 17 by 28 and 17 by 22 of 
the respective colors. A cylinder job 
press feeding a sheet 17 by 28 would 
be needed to run six-up, which is 
economical since you make your 
own stereos. 

Apparently the enclosed form was 
not run as above because there are 
no gripper-finger marks. It was 
probably run on a smaller job cylin- 
der without gripper-fingers, or on 
an automatic platen press and pos- 
sibly one-up. Or it could be run with

should be treated the same as a wrinkle.

under grippers at point where the slur 
has made its appearance. 

Back end of sheet dragging on form 
can be helped by tacking a few reglets 
just behind the last lines of form so the 
stock will contact reglets. This will hold 
sheet up off the form at that point or 
drive a few brads in at that spot and 
nip the heads off, just low enough so 
they do not print. Loose mounts on 
wood: check nails. 

The form locked up too tight causes 
spring in form when printing; it also 
causes workups. Wavy or baggy stock, 
loose plates or type: the guide rest not 
down close to cylinder. 

Register rack not setting right, the 
grippers not holding sheet brushes, and 
bands not up. Delivery not set right 
and jogging poor. Sheet should drop 
down in pile or tray squarely and not 


slide. Tapes and delivery sticks need 
adjusting to keep sheets from skidding. 
For sheet slapping under feed board 
and hitting guide rest and rods, use 
the guards made for that purpose. To 
control workups too hard and packing 
and too much squeeze or impression on 
those large mixed forms where there are 
plenty of wood mounts, electros, zinc 
mounts, linotype, monotype, you can 
eliminate the workups considerably by 
easing up the impression and a good 
makeready. Of course there should be a 
good makeup; a well adjusted form will 
help.¥ All cuts could be tested for 
rocking. A few sinkers will help when 
workup appears. Form should not be 
locked up too tight as you can raise 
the type up off the bed at that point. 
Each impression will push the type 
down and this does not help workups 
any. A few soft sheets of print paper in 
the packing will help eliminate work- 
ups. This will take some of the pressure 
off the form and you still get good 
printing. 
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perforating rules and corner cutting 
steel rules at one end of a work- 
and-turn form with the type at the 
other end, in which manner all the 
work except gathering and padding 
could be done on the press. A gath- 
ering machine is standard equip- 
ment when there is much of this 
work. You could spot carbonize on 
the press or buy the spot carbonized 
paper from a firm which does this 
work for the trade. 

We have suggested the several 
ways you might run the job. You 
know what machines are needed to 
face the competition. If it is the 
very stiffest, machines are available 
which feed both the white paper 
and the spot-carbonized colored 
second sheet from rolls into the 
press and all the separate opera- 
tions are performed as the webs 
travel through and come out at de- 
livery in completed sets. 


CAUSE FOR DISSATISFACTION 

We have recently had a rotogravure 
reproduction of one of our advertise- 
ments and are by no means satisfied. 
The reproduction has lost most of the 
quality of the original painting and is 
also quite illegible at the foot. We are 
enclosing a tear sheet of this ad and 
would very much appreciate any com- 
ments which you may have to make as 
to the quality of printing. You may per- 
haps let us have some indication as to 
the restitution which you may consider 
fair. In order to assist your considera- 
tion, we are enclosing another print of 
this advertisement in full color. Please 
note that the latter is a reprint of a 
normal run of another journal and is 
not an engraver’s proof. We also enclose 
the engraver’s proof of the four-color 
process print. 

While rotogravure is an excellent 
process for a print in photo brown, 
it could not reasonably be expected 
to reproduce in a single color on a 
cheaper paper an oil painting in 
colors in the style of the four-color 
process on coated paper. “Paper is 
part of the picture” and coated 
paper gives the best prints in color. 

It may be said that the gravure 
print is up to average with the ex- 
ception of the foot which you term 
illegible. It is so much so as to jus- 
tify your complaint. Perhaps, as 
often happens in rotogravure, you 
were not shown a proof. 

Just how much the value of the 
advertisement in gravure is dimin- 
ished by the illegible foot is best 
determined, we believe, by advertis- 
ing experts. Our suggestion would 
be to try to get the journal to agree 
to submit to arbitration the ques- 
tion of discount on the cost of the 
gravure advertisement because of 
the illegible foot, if the journal vol- 
untarily is against such restitution. 
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AIDS AND RETARDS DRYING 

While it seems to be generally be- 
lieved that moisture retards drying of 
printing inks, we have seen statements 
that moisture assists the drying. What 
about this? 

Strictly speaking, printing inks do 
not dry. The great majority of the 
pigments are dry before mixture, 
grinding, and dispersion in the var- 
nish vehicle. The pigments are not 
soluble in the varnish. A very few 
pigments, containing lead or man- 
ganese (in iron) as catalyzers, have 
drying effect on the varnish. The 
question resolves into: Does mois- 
ture aid or retard drying of linseed 
oil varnish? 

Most students of the subject agree 
that there are two stages in the 
drying of linseed oil; the first or 
“induction” period requires two or 
three days and is followed by the 
second period which may require 
nearly a month to approach com- 
pletion of drying. Moisture hastens 
the decomposition of the peroxides, 
increases the rate of weight gain of 
the varnish, and shortens the in- 
duction period. It is here only that 
moisture has any effect in speeding 
up the drying of inks. 

This is without importance in ink 
making and use, except in isolated 
cases, since the induction period is 
eliminated by the use of driers. 
Furthermore, hard drying of the 
film of varnish is retarded by mois- 
ture so that for all practical pur- 
poses it may be said that while 
moisture aids drying of varnish if 
driers are absent, it retards it if 
driers are used. 
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SHEET SLAPS BOTTOM OF FORM 
Enclosed is a sample of a job which 
gave us a lot of trouble. As you can see, 
the bottom line is not clear, or rather 
while it prints, the print is blurred or 
slurred at the foot. It was run on a job 
cylinder press, with almost new rollers, 
The cylinder and bed are in good order 
with no play. Six months ago we moved 
the press about three hundred feet. This 
may have had something to do with it. 
The blurred print of the bottom 
lines of the form at the rear edge of 
the sheet (a lead from the rear 
edge) is caused by a Sheet slap. 
Ordinarily, an easily applied correc- 
tive, if there are margins, is to 
fasten two or more tapes on the 
band rod, run them down under the 
cylinder, and pass the back ends of 
the tapes through staples driven 
into the under side of the feedboard 
well toward its rear end. Weights are 
tied to the back ends of the tapes 
after passing -them through the 
staples so that if the tapes break, 
they will be thrown clear of the 
form by the weights. These tapes 
hold the sheet against the draw- 
sheet all the way to impression. 
Unfortunately the composition of 
this form is such that available 
margins are very narrow so that 
only very narrow tapes or strings 
may be used and these (two of 
them) would have to be secured 
on the band rod at one end and 
under the rear end of feedboard at 
the other so that the tapes or 
strings could not move sidewise 
more than a trifle. The printed 
sheets would have to be watched 
to make sure that the strings re- 
main in the narrow margins.

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How to Copy Advertising Layouts and 
Artwor k Honestly e Frank Howley 


@ WuereE do interesting advertising 
layouts come from? How are visu- 
ally successful advertisements pre- 
pared? If we were to ask thirty 
artists these questions there would 
undoubtedly be sixty different an- 
swers, yet running all through the 
comments would be a basic point of 
conflict—the conflict of those who 
believe that advertising art should 
be based on principles, and those 
who believe it should be based upon 
cases. I have no desire to attempt to 
settle the controversy. There are 
still colleges that teach law mostly 
by the case history method; there 
are other equally good ones which 
emphasize basic principles support- 
ed, of course, by case histories. 

I do believe, however, that the 
artist with limited background will 


In my opinion, the surest way to 
miss the ball in preparing a piece of 
commercially acceptable art is to go 
off to a garret, shut out the world, 
and attempt to originate something 
never before seen. If you should suc- 
ceed, which is quite unlikely, the 
very originality of the work would 
defeat its advertising purpose. 

During my many years of direct- 
ing the preparation of artwork for 
all media, from magazines to enve- 
lope enclosures, I have had the daily 
pleasure of observing from one to 
twenty-five different artists of vary- 
ing temperaments, aptitudes, and 
abilities, but of unvarying observa- 
tion. They’re awake and alive to 
their surroundings. 

Would you rather see “Oklahoma” 
and a truly gorgeous array of color-

Copy the work of the masters, the 
currently popular, eminently suc- 
cessful commercial artists, but copy 
honestly. To be “influenced” is the 
fancy way of saying it. Be influ- 
enced as Kipling was by the writ- 
ings of Robert Louis Stevenson; as 
mystery story writers are by Poe. 


ful females, costumes, and scenic 
settings, or stay at home and read 
a treatise on the science of color? 
So would I! Every scene is full of 
ideas that can be copied or adapted 
honestly to the coloring of direct 
mail pieces. : 


Look at the Billboards 


Billboards point the way to suc- 
cessful poster treatment. Let them 
teach you the use of ribbons, balls, 
and geometric forms. Stop trying to 
evolve some interesting broadside 
from a professional treatment on 
roots; that is a job for a specialist. 
Let the specialist apply the rule; 
you apply the specialist. You’ll find 
them right ninety per cent of the 
time, especially if you use your head 
on the process of being influenced. 


For layout ideas and art inspiration look through 
the newspapers, Sunday supplements, and maga- 
zines. You'll find examples ranging from the 
t t in simplicity to the ultimate in glamor 








When you look at an arresting 
billboard, say to yourself “Why is 
that billboard so good?” Be analyti- 
cal. Adapt the vital elements to your 
needs. If a ribbon flowing to a 
bull’s-eye is forceful on the bDill- 
board, it is quite possible that a 
somewhat similar ribbon, used in 
conjunction with an oval, will help 
your broadside. 

That thousands of people have 
seen a billboard merely means a 
greater acceptability in their minds 
for other uses of similar geometric 
forms. The big advertiser, through 
his posters, is breaking down the 
conviction that a pretty girl must 
appear on each billboard. 


Leaf Through Magazines 


For layout ideas, for art inspira- 
tion, leaf through today’s leading 
magazines. Let the masters of mod- 
ernism inspire you. When your as- 
signment requires a fashion figure, 
let the style magazines guide you. 
For inspiration on “the ordinary 
made glamorous” glance over the 
“class” publications. For variety in 
commercial art and layout, refer to 
the popular art of the general mag- 
azines which, in editorial and ad- 
vertising matter, are aimed at the 
man on the street. 

Feel free to copy. Let your only 
limitation be that you copy honest- 
ly. Let it be said of you that you 
are influenced by the leaders but 
that you do not injure them in re- 
turn for their help. Do your work in 
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a manner which cannot possibly be 
confused with the work that in- 
spired you. 

On the score of figure models, if 
you can’t afford to copy the lines of 
a living model, it is much better to 
copy the photographs posed by mas- 
ter photographers than to guess- 
draw from memory. 

Newspapers for Simplicity 

Newspapers for simplicity: When 
you’re all involved and worried by 
attempts at originality, let the sim- 
ple, unimaginative newspaper lay- 
out show you the virtue of legibility 
and organization. Every newspaper 
has at least one department store 
advertisement so uncomplicated 
and so direct that it serves perfectly 
its catalog job of telling the reader 
what is for sale and telling him 
slowly and in a sensible order. 

Have fun with the Sunday sup- 
plement. It takes no Gallup survey 
to prove the effectiveness of strip 
technique in advertising. The “com- 
ics’ are more than that. “Flash

There is no choice. There’s really 
no choice in the matter of “to copy 
or not to copy.” Whether you want 
to or not, you are bound to copy if 
you’re aware of your surroundings. 
Despite yourself, the work which 
you see and like, the things that peo- 
ple praise, the type of work which 
clients accept subtly sway you along 
certain lines. Why not, therefore, 
deliberately direct your swaying 
along those lines indicated by rec- 
ognized leaders? Advertising has 
few spots for experimental art. 

My vote goes to you artists who 
are abreast of the time, who follow 
the leaders, who are scrupulously 
careful to add your own interpre- 
tations. The leaders will help you 
willingly, providing that your work 
doesn’t harm or conflict with their 
own good work.

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Photoengravers Display Progressive Spirit 


@ THE PHOTOENGRAVING INDUSTRY is 
now showing signs of throwing off 
its lethargy of the past quarter- 
century to embark upon a program 
of modernization, in a progressive 
attempt to improve its production 
facilities and lower the cost of its 
product so that the industry can 
better meet the growing demands 
of the market, especially for four- 
color process work. 

This progressive spirit was quite 
evident at the 50th annual conven- 
tion of the American Photo-En- 
gravers Association held in Phila- 
delphia. It was demonstrated by the 
very large attendance—50 per cent 
greater than at any previous con- 
vention of the industry, by the close 
attention paid at the six convention 
sessions, by a better appreciation of 
the need for research, by the keen 
interest in the new equipment, sup- 
plies, and techniques on exhibition, 
and by actual sales on the floor of 
the numerous pieces of newly devel- 
oped precision equipment. 

This was the first real convention 
since 1942, the association in the in- 
tervening war years having con- 
ducted three “conventions by mail” 
through the Photo-Engravers Bulle- 
tim, which is the official publication 
of the association. 

Addresses delivered and papers 
read covered the whole gamut of re- 
productive steps from photography 
and the preparation of art to the 
proofing of the plates. For the most 
part no revolutionary new processes 
or techniques have been announced; 
rather it was a case of bringing the 
photoengravers up-to-date on de- 
velopments that have been under 
way for some time. 

If one subject predominated at 
the convention, it was color, and 
the need for better, faster, and more 
economical methods of producing 
process engravings. At least a third 
of the forty papers and talks fea- 
tured at the convention were either 
entirely devoted to this subject, or 
touched upon it. 

In discussions of process plate- 
making the emphasis was upon the 
photegraphic rather than the hand 
color separation. In a talk entitled 
“We’ve Got to Change the Formula 
for Our Baby,” Philip Simone, man- 
ager of engraving for the Curtis 
Publishing Company, urged photo- 
engravers to apply all available im- 
provements to the making of their 
product. Among those he mentioned 
were strip film, precision darkroom 
cameras, temperature control of the 


films and developers, light integrat- 
ing devices, the improved halftone 
screens, and color separation by 
photomasking, a technique devel- 
oped ten years ago and recently 
considerably improved. 

Color photoengraving need not be 
restricted to houses now specializing 
in that kind of work, two speakers 
said. Robert C. Kroll, Kroll Studio, 
St. Louis, in a paper that was read 
in his absence, said that commercial 
photographers are equipped to pro- 
vide a photographic color separa- 
tion service in form of continuous 
tone positives or black-and-white 
prints from which the engraver can 
make his screened negatives for the 
color plates.

Mr. Kroll declared, when every en- 
graver must take up color to stay 
in business. 

Louis Flader, Commissioner of the 
American Photo-Engravers Associa- 
tion, also advocated the use of the 
photographic color separation serv- 
ices and said that a number of 
plants had done so in the past year 
or two. Of 850 commercial photo- 
engraving plants only 125 specialize 
in color process, he said, leaving 
725 who do black-and-white or flat 
color work. By using an outside 
color separation service, he sug- 
gested, these houses could handle 
some of the simpler color work. It 
would open up a market, for in- 
stance, in the house magazine field 
where budgets are not large enough 
for the more expensive and exacting 
work required by advertisers. The 
latter can justify higher costs be- 
cause they have a tangible measure 
of results gained—high fidelity color 
reproduction of the merchandise 
will increase the sales. 

One of the interesting new de- 
velopments announced at the con- 
vention was the “Nu-Etch Process,” 
a mechanical means of. controlling 
re-etching, applicable to both the 
black-and-white and color work. 
After the plate has had its usual flat 
etch, it is subjected under controlled 
conditions to a series of six to twelve 
additional “bites.” The method is 
said to preserve the photographic 
values of the original better than 
hand etching. 

A feature of the convention was 
a motion picture of the new Van- 
dercook four-color proof press, de- 
signed to approach the speed and 
the conditions of wet printing. The 
plates are inked immediately ahead 
of impression, and proofs of all four 
plates are run off in a matter of 
seconds. : 

A paper by Bruce Wale was read, 
in which the inventor of the Wale 
sheet-fed typographic rotary press 
related his experiences to date. Mr. 
Wale operates three models of his 
press, which print from thin copper 
plates which have been photoen- 
graved flat and wrapped around the 
press cylinder, with very little or no 
makeready. During a seven-month 
period last year Mr. Wale did $62,000 
worth of business on two of these 
presses—an 81% by 14, and a 17 by 
22. The smaller one operates regu- 
larly at a speed of 15,000 an hour 
and has run at 28,000 an hour. Mr. 
Wale also has a web-fed model, 
11 by 17 in size. 





Other processes and techniques 
described or demonstrated at the 
convention included the following: 
the photocomposing of letterpress 
plates; Ektachrome, the new East- 
man color film from which a com- 
mercial photographer can make a 
transparency in ninety minutes; 
magnesium as a plate metal; a new 
transparency viewer which stand- 
ardizes conditions under which the 
engraver and his customer view the 
same color subject; the Craftint 
multicolor process—an application 
of the shading medium technique to 
color comics and children’s books; 
the Bomath process, a means of 
creating and then separating color, 
Starting with black and white copy, 
developed by Albert Bourges; and 
Thomascolor, a method of photo- 
graphing a color subject on three 
black-and-white, color-separated 
negatives all on one film. 

The need for more modern and 
economical methods of producing 
plates was dramatized by W. B. 
Lawrence, Certified Public Account- 
ant, in a discussion of rising labor 
costs in the industry. Since 1939 
labor costs in the industry have in- 
creased 37.2 per cent, on an average. 
In eleven large cities the average 
increase has been 59 per cent, with 
a high of 71 per cent noted in Los 
Angeles. These figures take into 
consideration only the higher wage 
scales and shortened working pe- 
riods and do not include overtime 
and the premium pay. The average 
chargeable hour cost for the in- 
dustry is $5.76, ranging from a low 
of $3.76 to $7.02, the latter in New 
York City. Here again overtime and 
premium pay were not included in 
the computations. 

A new and up-to-date textbook 
on photoengraving will be prepared 
by Louis Flader and J. S. Mertle, 
noted photomechanical expert, it 
was announced.

Hoe & Company. The press will occupy 
less than twenty-five square feet of floor 
space, is fully automatic, is equipped 
with two dampening rollers, two ink- 
form rollers, twelve ink-distributing 
rollers—six of composition and six of 
steel—and one vibrator. Paper stock, fed 
into and through the press, may be as

thin as onion skin or as thick as index 
bristol. 

Arthur Dressel, the vice-president and 
general salzs manager of the company, 
said that plate changes may be made in 
a fraction of the time usually required, 
because of a patented feature. 


FULL coLor reproductions of pictures 
in daily newspapers will be encouraged, 
so the Wood Newspaper Machinery Cor- 
poration predicts, by its new color-plate 
pre-registering machine which registers 
plates to hairline accuracy before the 
stereotypes reach a pressroom. The de- 
vice is so adjusted that “any inaccurate 
stereo is spotted in advance, :e-cast, 
and re-vepis‘ered in the matter cf min- 
utes.” It is said that use of this ma- 
chine calls for no changes in equipment 
or presses now in use. 

“It is expected to exert an important 
influence on the trend toward more 
widespread application of full color in 
daily newspapers, both by vastly reduc- 
ing the preliminary registering time 
necessary, and by enabling newspaper 
color techniques to compare favorably 
with magazine production” the an- 
nouncement of the machine states.

The Protective Coatings Corporation, 
Belleville, New Jersey, manufacturer of 
the new product, says that the sub- 
stance from which the bags are made is 
“a synthetic impregnated, coated, and 
chemically-treated strong fabric which 
is flexible over a wide range of tem- 
perature conditions and which is both 
water-proof and moisture-proof.” Be- 
cause of the strength of the base mate- 
rial, the bags can be used repeatedly 
without deterioration. 

“Tests show that this material may be 
miexed a minimum of 135,000 times at 20 
degrees below zero without cracking,” so 
the manufacturers announced. 


VANDERCOOK & Sons, manufacturer of 
proof presses, has announced produc- 
tion of its new four-color proof press. 
A motion picture in color of the press 


has been made, and is being shown to 
visitors at the Chicago display room of 
the company. 

E. O. Vandercook, president, said that 
the cost of color proving will be lowered 
because of the high speed at which the 
press operates. It will take a maximum 
plate of 25 by 21 inches, and requires a 
floor space of 23 by 4 feet. Its net weight 
is 10,000 pounds. 

Two seconds elapse between the ap- 
plication of the first and fourth color of 
ink on the paper. Plates are inked im- 
mediately ahead of the impression be- 
cause tests have shown that every frac- 
tion of a second that ink is allowed to 
set on a plate will cause a different re- 
sult. The speed of the press has been 
fixed at 200 feet a minute. Impressions 
taken at any higher or lower speed re- 
sult in different effects. 

The press is equipped with a central 
control panel at the feed board, pushg 
tuttons, four knobs that control cylin- 
der trips with colored lights to indicate 
which color or combination of colors 
will print, an automatic frisket consist- 
ing of a piece of frisket paper clamped 
between chains, which feeds between 


cylinder and inking units, and four new 
quick wash-up ink fountains with a vi- 
brating ductor roller to transfer the ink 
from fountains to the motor-driven ink 
drums. 

“This press was developed particularly 
for photoengravers and large publica- 
tion printers and approximates more 
closely than ever before the high speed 
and the wet printing conditions of the 
four-color production presses,” said Mr. 
Vandercook.

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BRITISH WAGES INCREASED 

The wages of journeymen printers and 
other “grade-one” workers in England 
and Scotland have been increased 10 
shillings a week (about $2.50) and the 
work week has been reduced from 45 
hours to 43% hours, effective November 
4, as a result of a governmental Court 
of Inquiry decision, and a new contract 
by and between the British Federation 
of Master Printers and the Printing and 
Kindred Trades Federation, which was 
signed October 28. 

Overtime pay during any one day or 
night is paid for at the rate of time and 
a quarter ordinary time for the first two 
hours; time and a half for the next 
three hours; double time to continue 
afterwards “for any further period it 
may be necessary to work until a rest 
of eight hours can be given.” Saturday 
overtime is time and one-half for the 
first five hours, double time afterwards. 
Sundays, double the ordinary time. Time 
worked before the ordinary time of 
starting is paid at the rate of time and 
one-half until the usual time of start- 
ing the day’s work. 

The five-day work week was instituted, 
and two weeks of vacation with pay are 
provided for in the new contract, in- 
stead of one. 

The minimum wages for England and 
Wales, except London, have just been 
published by the British Federation of 
Master Printers, but the scales for Lon- 
don and Scotland were to be published 
separately by the London and Scottish 
Alliances. 

Hand compositors are paid in the job 
plants, according to the revised scale 
for England and Wales (outside Lon- 
don), 113 shillings and 6 pence a week 
(about $28.00); machine operators, 122 
a monotype caster attendants, 

Electrotypers and stereotypers are 
paid 122/6 for jobbing, and 131 shillings 
for rotary work; bookbinders and ma- 
chine rulers are listed at 113/6. Press- 
men are paid from 113/6 to 123/6. The 
rotary pressmen on high-class publica- 
tions are paid, 130/6. Paper cutters are 
paid 110/; folding machine operators 
now receive 102/6. 

Numerous other workers are listed 
under each of the wage scales, the con- 
tract covering all classifications of em- 
ployes throughout both England and 
Scotland. 

Among the lithographic printers listed 
are the following: transferers, 113/6; 
offset flatbed pressmen, 117/6 to 123/6; 
2-color, 133/6. 

Ratios of apprentices to journeymen 
are listed as follows: Compositors: one 
apprentice to one to two journeymen; 
two apprentices to three to seven jour- 
neymen; three to eight to seventeen; 


four to eighteen to thirty-nine; five to 
forty to fifty-nine; six to sixty to 
seventy-nine; seven to eighty to ninety- 
nine journeymen; and eight apprentices 
to one hundred and over. 

The ratios established for apprentices 
in pressrooms, lithographic, electrotyp- 
ing, and stereotyping departments are 
practically on the same basis. 


REVEAL VALUE OF HOUSE ORGAN 

Employe manuals and other publica- 
tions are being requested of business or- 
ganizations by the Employers’ Associa- 
tion of Chicago for its library. In its 
members’ service bulletin conveying this 
request is a paragraph about new values 
discovered by one of its members con- 
cerning a house magazine. The item is 
as follows: 

“A Chicago company, which for years 
has published a house organ at an ex- 
penditure of $40,000 a year, recently polled 
its readers and learned to its amazement 
that what they really wanted was less 
plant gossip and more information about 
the company itself; its operations; its 
part in the industry; how the company 
products were used and by whom. The 
company promptly awakened to the fact 
that it had in its employe publication 
a highly useful informational medium 
for its employes which it had never used. 
Employe informational polls are very 
often enlightening as well as helpful to 
management.”

PHILIP G. NUERNBERGER 

Philip G. Nuernberger, 83, the inventor 
of the Nuernberger-Rettig Typecasting 
machine, later known as the Universal 
Type Caster, died in Chicago, October 
28. He was at one time secretary-treas- 
urer of the Thompson Type Caster 
Company, and in 1925 traveled around 
the world for the company. 

Archie J. Little, typographer, Seattle, 
Washington, wrote THE INLAND PRINTER 
the following tribute to the abilities of 
Mr. Nuernberger: 

“Phil Nuernberger was one of the 
craftsmen of the old school who had 
quite a hand in the development of 
the type-making machinery during the 
period when activities in composing ma- 
chine development were at their high- 
est. He was a true craftsman and down 
to his last moment of his life, his skilled 
hands worked with a tolerance of a plus 
or minus one-10,000th of an inch, as 
printers think and work in terms of 
picas or points.” 


ENLISTS AID OF EDITORS 

An all-volunteer United States Army 
to be maintained at the 1,000,000 level 
requires an enlistment of 40,000 men a 
month as necessary replacements, so an 
announcement from the U. S. Army re- 
cruiting service states. In the printed 
literature issued in connection with the 
recruiting campaign being launched to 
get the necessary peacetime army of 
1,000,000 by July 1 of next year, the fact 
that the enlisted men begin with a basic 
pay of $75.00 a month, with 20 per cent 
increases for overseas service, is stressed. 

Flying and glider crews receive 50 per 
cent more, and parachutists receive $50 
extra a month. A corporal gets base pay 
of $90 a month, and a first sergeant, $165. 

General Dwight D. Eisenhower, chief 
of staff, in a statement said that the 
purpose of the Army’s world-wide en- 
listment campaign is to release men of 
“long and arduous war service who want 
to return to civilian life,” and to build a 
strong peacetime Regular Army from 
the volunteers. 

“By our victory we have won the re- 
pect of the world,” General Eisenhower 
declared. “We can lose that respect and 
with it our influence toward a just and 
peaceful world order if we reduce our 
military forces to the point where they 
become weak or ineffective. The rapid 
rebuilding of our Regular Army is a 
vital necessity if we are to be able to 
meet our obligations.” 

A committee of the National Publish- 
ers Association endorsed the request of 
the War Department for codperation of 
all magazines to publicize the needs of 
the Army in its current effort to build 
and maintain the essential all-volunteer 
organization. 
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PIA ADDS FOUR CITIES 
Local employing printers associations 
in four more cities have affiliated with 
the Printing Industry of America, an- 
nounces James R. Brackett, the general 
manager, bringing the total number of 
qualified associations in PIA to 44 and 
total membership to about 2.800 print- 
ers. This compares with 19 cities and 
1,100 members when the national asso- 
ciation of the commercial printing in- 
dustry was organized in July, 1945. 
The four newly affiliated groups, and 
their presidents and secretaries, are: 
Printing Industry of Greater Miami, 
L. J. Murphy, president, Forrest Lloyd, 
the executive manager; Master Printers 
Association of Newark, Harry Denburg, 
president, W. A. Meeks, executive sec- 
retary; San Francisco Printing Indus- 
try Association, L. A. Ireland, secretary, 
president not yet elected; and Graphic 
Arts Club of Charlotte (North Caro- 
lina), A. W. Lawing, the president, A. S. 
Blankenship, executive secretary. 
Several other printing centers are 
now giving serious consideration to PIA 
affiliation, said Mr. Brackett. 


INTERNATIONAL GROUP MEETS 

Difficulties faced by printers in Euro- 
pean countries and the possible ways to 
overcome them were discussed at the 
first psstwar meeting of the Council of 
the International Bureau of the Federa- 
tions of Master Printers, in London, 
England, October 15 and 16. Represen- 
tative printers were present from Bel- 
gium, Denmark, France, Great Britain, 
Holland, Norway, South Africa, Sweden, 
and Switzerland. Greetings were read at 
the meeting from federations of master 
printers in Canada, Czechoslovakia, and 
the United States, expressing interest in 
the many worthy objectives of the In- 
ternational Bureau. 

Plans were formulated for holding its 
sixth International Congress of Printers 
in Sweden in 1948. This will also be the 
twenty-fifth anniversary celebration of 
the founding of the International or- 
ganization in 1923, which took place in 
Sweden. 

During the two-day conference, ways 
and means of reviving some of the 
functions of the International Bureau, 
interrupted by the war, were discussed. 
The International Bulletin, published by 
E. Kopley during the war, will be the 
official organ of the International Bu- 
reau, appearing’ three or four times a 
year. Mr. Kopley, a partner in one of 
the member firms of the London Master 
Printers Association, volunteered to con- 
tinue as director of the bureau in an 
honorary capacity, and the council ac- 
cepted his offer. R. A. Austen-Leigh, 
chairman of the International Bureau, 
presided at the meeting of the council, 
and gave a report of events since its last 
previous meeting held in Switzerland in 
1939. It was decided to hold the next 
meeting of the Council in Paris in the 
Spring of 1947. 


NEWARK CONDUCTS COURSES 

The Master Printers Association of 
Newark, New Jersey, and the vicinity is 
conducting two evening courses about 
printing and production problems this 
year, each consisting of two terms of 
ten weeks. 

Edward Sanna, production manager 
of the Arco Manifolding Company, New 
York City, is instructor for a class in 
elements of printing and printing proc- 
esses. Stanley Walkwitz, assistant pro- 





duction manager of Publishers Print- 
ing Company, New York City, instructs 
a class in estimating for printers and 
production problems. Both men are past 
presidents of the Navigators (formerly 
the Navigator Club), an association for 
the advancement of the graphic arts, 
New York City. 


URGES USE OF BETTER PAPER 

A 32-page brochure published by the 
American Writing Paper Corporation of 
Holyoke, Massachusetts, contains min- 
iature specimens of letterheads for busi- 
ness concerns to illustrate the value of 
utilizing “fine stationery in business.” 
Under the heading of “cost,” the follow- 
ing statements appear in the brochure. 

“Back of every letter you write, there 
is a heavy investment in fixed overhead 
expense, including dictating and steno- 
graphic time as well as printing and 
postage. 

“The real cost of each letter may 
range anywhere from a quarter to a 
half-dollar, but the least part of that 
cost is the paper itself. Yet, the paper is 
the foundation of your letters and de- 
termines to a very large extent their 
impressiveness. 

“Select a good reliable printer, lithog- 
rapher, or engraver. Specify 100 per cent 
cotton content paper for your letter- 
heads and envelopes. He will appreciate 
your selection and produce a better job. 
The slight extra cost will come back to 
you in prestige, good will, and customer 
satisfaction.”

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TELL SOURCES OF IDEAS 


Trade papers were credited with a 
score of 231 out of a possible 929 as 
sources for ideas for direct advertising 
pieces and campaigns, according to a 
report on a questionnaire given in 
printed and oral forms at the conven- 
tion of the Direct Mail Advertising As- 
sociation held in Chicago, October 18 
and 19. The question was: “Give us your 
opinion cn the best sources of advertis- 
ing ideas. How do you get them? How 
do you keep up to date?” 

The score follows: “Reading the trade 
papers, 231; studying the advertising of 
competitors, 139; contacting customers, 
132; asking salesmen or studying their 
reports, 98; general reading, 59; watch- 
ing trade trends, 38; attending conven- 
tions and meetings, 34; from advertis- 
ing agency, 31; working in field, 27; by 
personal surveys, 26; from DDMA, 25; 
from the trade association, 24; discussion 
with others, 19; watching returns from 
own advertising, 11; from experience, 
10; from creative printer, 9; by keeping 
an idea file, 9; by thinking, 7. Thirty 
other sources of ideas were mentioned 
in the questionnaire. 

Other questions were discussed dur- 
ing the two-day convention—general 
speeches being barred except at the one 
luncheon meeting at which Gael E. 
Sullivan, the second assistant postmaster 
general of the United States, gave an 
address on air mail services of the Posi 
Office Department. 

The Champion Paper and Fibre Com- 
pany was awarded the supplier plaque 
because of the excellence of its service 
to editors of industrial house magazines 
through its publication Stet which was 
rated one of the Fifty Direct Mail Lead- 
ers of 1946. Among the other winners of 
“Leader” awards were the Mead Cor- 
poration and its subsidiary, Mead Sales 
Company, paper manufacturers; and 
also the West Virginia Pulp and Paper 
Company. 

Officers elected were president, Ed- 
ward N. Mayer, Jr.; United States vice- 
president, Charles B. Konselman; the 
Canadian vice-president, Neil Powter; 
secretary-treasurer, Richard Messner. 


PIA RECEIVES AWARD 


For distinguished service during its 
first year of operation, Printing Indus- 
try of America, Incorporated, has been 
awarded the Certificate of Merit of the 
American Trade Association Executives. 
James R. Brackett, general manager of 
PIA, received the award from H. B. 
McCoy, director of the Office of Domes- 
tic Commerce, the U. S. Department of 
Commerce. Presentation was made at 
the annual convention of the ATAE in 
October. 


REPORTS ON ACTIVITIES 


In a report concerning activities of 
the Hamilton Manufacturing Company, 
Two Rivers, Wisconsin, E. P. Hamilton, 
president, said that diversification of the 
products was a basic policy of the com- 
pany to insure constant operations. He 
said that 5,000 items are manufactured 
which includes composing room equip- 
ment and wood type for the printing 
industry. One factor that has led the 
company to make the success it has 
achieved is its ability to combine wood 
and steel in the manufacture of its 
products. 

Mr. Hamilton reported that there are 
no reconversion problems for his com- 
pany, largely because of the diversifica- 
tion policy. 
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COMMENTS ON USA PRINTING 

A comparison of production methods 
in the printing industry in the United 
States with those in England was made 
by Sir James Waterlow, of the Amalga- 
mated Press Printing Works, London, 
in an address recently given before the 
South-East London Master Printers As- 
sociation. Sir James spent seven weeks 
last May and June in the United States 
and was interviewed then by THE InN- 
LAND PRINTER concerning his impression 
during that visit. (See Page 72, July 
1946.) In his comments as published by 
British & Colonial Printer, Sir James 
reported that “he found the Americans 
always willing to give any information 
in response to his inquiries.” 

“Two points which impressed him by 
their predominence over all other con- 
siderations were the prevailing accents 
upon quality and maximum production 
from the press—these outweigh cost and 
time,” continued the report. “Buyers of 
print are infinitely more exacting in 
this demand than they are in England 
and generally prefer letterpress to pho- 
togravure. In order to obtain acceptable 
quality and to obtain the maximum ma- 
chine production, an immense amount 
of labor is expended on perfecting the 
printing surfaces before they go to press. 
High quality is aimed at in the initial 
stages, whether blocks, type, or electros.”’ 

Concerning research in America, Sir 
James reported that it is not a matter 
of collective expenditure as it is in Eng- 
land, “but is confined to the individual 
concerns and it is impossible not to be 
impressed by the enormous expenditure 
which they are prepared to embark 
upon.” He said that “one cannot but 
also be impressed by the enormous over- 
head costs in an American factory; the

@ Since the origination of the idea 
nine years ago, members of a small 
group of printing designers known 
as the “Typocrafters” have met in 
Chicago once each year to exchange 
ideas on art, layout, and typography. 
The organization is unique in that 
it has no officers and the members 
pay no dues. 

A featured activity of the Typo- 
crafters is the circulation of a travel- 
ing exhibit of printed pieces, de- 
signed by members, to all in the 
group. Included in the “Green Box” 
is a wide variety of printed matter 
from letterheads to broadsides and 
catalogs. This practice of “sample 
swapping” has proved valuable as 
well as interesting and inspirational 
to the organization members. 

The idea of a Typocrafters club, 
and particularly the traveling exhibit, 
could be used to excellent advantage 
by groups of designers in other print- 
ing centers such as New York City. 
Philadelphia, and San Francisco.

offices are extravagantly laid out and 
furnished. Cloakroom and washing ar- 
rangements are excellently designed.” 

In his address as reported in the 
printing publication, Sir James made 
numerous comments about operations 
in American printing establishments 
and labor conditions which were quoted 
in the interview published by THE IN- 
LAND PRINTER last July. The British pub- 
lication concluded with this paragraph: 

“Sir James gave it as his opinion that, 
despite the outstanding developments in 
America, when the time arrives for the 
raising of restrictions in this country 
(England) for the greater encourage- 
ment of enterprise, and for freedom of 
trade in its widest sense, the printers of 
this country will show that they are 
still the better craftsmen.” 


MOVE PLANT TO SOUTH AFRICA 

John P. Saxer, a partner and general 
maneger of the Saxer-Pfeiffer Printing 
Company, Buffalo, announced the sale of 
the company’s newspaper printing de- 
partment to the Charles Stewart Print- 
ing Company for export to Cape Town, 
South Africa, where it will be used for 
publication of a daily newspaper. 

Removal of the equipment from Buf- 
falo has created a problem for several 
newspapers and labor publications. be- 
cause of shortage of printing facilities 
in western New York. Saxer-Pfeiffer 
printed papers with the combined circu- 
lation of about 78,000 copies and was the 
second largest firm printing community 
newspapers in the area, Mr. Saxer said. 

Besides its newspaper printing estab- 
lishment, Saxer-Pfeiffer also operates a 
commercial printing department in the 
Buffalo plant, plans for which will be 
announced later.

URGES GROUP INSURANCE 

Group insurance to cover all employes 
of open-shop printing establishments of 
the United States is urged as standard 
practice by Allerton H. Jeffries, presi- 
dent of the Master Printers Section of 
Printing Industry of America. Mr. Jef- 
ries cites as examples an arrangement 
being put into effect by the Printing In- 
dustries Association of Los Angeles, and 
also a proposed plan published in book- 
let form by the Master Printers Section 
of the New York Employing Printers 
Association for open-shop members. 

The Los Angeles plan, effective Jan- 
uary 1, provides for the coverage of all 
the employes of each memke: firm, the 
employer paying the monthly premiums. 
Accidental death, incapacity resulting 
from accident, sickness, hospitalization, 
surgical fees, and straight life insurance 
are items covered in the policies. It is 
the plan of the Los Angeles group to 
publish a descriptive booklet on the sub- 
ject for the information of employes. 
The New York plan is very similar in its 
major provisions for insurance on death, 
accident, and hospitalization. 


INTERTYPE REPORTS EARNINGS 

The net earnings for the three-month 
period ended September 30, of Intertype 
Corporation, Brooklyn, New York, were 
$55,736.48, according to its statement of 
operations. The provisions for taxes and 
contingencies were listed at $65,900 for 
the quarter. 

In the statement covering operations 
for nine months of the present calendar 
year, net earnings were shown to be 
$223,120.70, with provision for taxes and 
contingencies aggregating $233,900. Net 
earnings for the nine-month pericd a 
year ago were $179,672.22.

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WRITER CRITICIZES PRINTERS 

Under a headline, “Labor Costs Feared 
Driving Printing into Luxury Class,” 
Chads O. Skinner, writer of an article 
which appeared in the Cleveland Plain 
Dealer, November 6, said that “produc- 
tivity by workmen in the industry has 
failed to keep pace with wage increases 
by a margin of 35 per cent.” Continuing, 
the writer said: 

“The productivity of printing crafts- 
men has fallen below the 1939 level by 
11 per cent, according to Department of 
Labor estimate, while their wages kept 
on climbing.

“Basic wages in the industry increased 
37 cents an hour since 1941, with a 20 
cent rise coming in the year following 
the end of World War II. 

“An inadequate supply of journeymen 
printers, due in large measure to union 
limitations on new entrants into their 
trade, necessitated the payment of more 
overtime wages last year than in prob- 
ably any other year in the history of 
the industry. 

“That was fine, in the short-term 
view of things, for the relative handful 
of printing craftsmen who received the 
overtime work, but it had to be paid for 
in the form of diminished ability of em- 
ployers to buy more efficient machinery 
and of greatly increased costs of the 
printing products. 

“It is incontrovertible that, upon the 
basis of sound economies, the printing 
trade, which embraces some of the fin- 
est craftsmen extant, is falling into the 
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graphs taken in paper mills, printing 
plants, and other establishments, in a 
48-page book, 8% by 11 inches in size, 
published by the Elwell-Parker Electric 
Company, Cleveland, Ohio. In an an- 
nouncement, the statement appears that 
136 companies contributed data and 
otherwise codperated in the preparation 
of the book which was designed to prove 
that printers and publishers “can no 
longer afford to move paper by hand or 
even by halfway measures.” “Industrial 
Logistics in Paper” is the title. 


ELECTED TO CONGRESS 

Colonel J. K. Javits, who has been 
the counsel of the National Paper Trade 
Association since 1932, was elected to 
Congress in November, representing the 
Twenty-first District of New York City. 
He ran as a Republican and Liberal in 
a district which has gone Democratic 
for many years. 


PUBLISHERS TREATISE ON LAYOUT 

Mark E. Powers, printing enginee: 
who has written a number of articles 
about printing plant layout which have 
appeared in THE INLAND PRINTER, has 
written a monograph on the subject 
which has been published in brochure 
form by the Graphic Arts Association 
of Illinois, a copy of which has been 
supplied to all of those who belong to 
the association. 

The brochure contains 32 pages and 
is illustrated with numerous charts to 
illustrate the ideas expressed. In a fore- 
word, S. F. Beatty, the secretary and 
general manager of the association, said 
that while numerous articles about the 
subject of printing plant layout have 
appeared in trade publications, it has 
been found impossible to find a book 
or a treatise on the subject and for that 
reason the association made arrange- 
ments with Mr. Powers to write the 
monograph which the association has 
published and copyrighted. The au- 
thor, Mr. Powers, is a graduate engineer 
of the University of Illinois, and for 
many years has specialized in solving 
engineering problems in the printing 
industry. 

“We know of no other man who has 
had so much experience in making the 
layouts of printing plants as Mr. Powers, 
and we feel confident that the informa- 
tion contained in this booklet will prove 
of value to all members of our associa- 
tion and to other printing establish- 
ments considering expansion problems, 
new buildings, and other developments 
which involve the making of layouts,” 
remarked Mr. Beatty. 


DOROTHY JUDD TEALL 

Miss Dorothy Judd Teall, daughter of 
F. Horace Teall and sister of Edward N. 
Teall, died at the home of her sister, 
Mrs. John Dean, in Milo, Maine, No- 
vember 18. True to family tradition, she 
was a proofreader as well as a writer 
and editor. 

Miss Teall, born in 1898, went to Bar- 
nard College, in New York. Her first ed- 
itorial work was done as a member of 
the staff of Musical America in that 
city. She wrote critical series on subjects 
of art and music for the Detroit News 
and the New York Evening Post. 

She had been a member of the edi- 
torial staffs of the New International 
Encyclopedia, the New Century Diction- 
ary, and of the book publishing firm of 
Harcourt, Brace. She contributed ar- 
ticles also to the Nation, Publishers’ 
Weekly, and the old Bookman. 

Miss Teall was a hard and faithful 
worker, a_ skilled editor—a brilliant 
woman. She was in spirit akin to us of 
the IP family.
